Congress Blamed for 
Complex Tax-Return 
Form—Doughton De- 


nounces Action—Move| 


to Override Thursday. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 22 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt vetoed the 
new tax bill today, calling it 
“wholly ineffective’ and a mea- 
sure “not for the needy but for 
the greedy,” and Congress prompt- 
ly reacted with threats—by both 
Democrats and Republicans—to 
override the veto. 

Chairman Doughton of North 
Carolina of the tax-framing House 
Ways and Means Committee and 
Chairman George of Georgia of 
the Senate Finance Committee led 
Democratic denunciation of the 
veto. 

“I couldn’t maintain my self-re- 
spect if I didn’t vote to override 
the veto,” said Doughton. “I’m 
agin the veto message.” 

Senator George told reporters 
he never had seen a veto of im- 
portant legislation “based on such 
inadequate and unconvincing 
grounds.” 

“The only thing I can get out of 
all this,” he said, “is that the 
President is trying to raise an is- 
sue; the Executive versus (Con- 
gress.” 

The veto message was read first 
in the House since the measure 
originated there. The House will 
vote Thursday on whether to pass 
it over the veto. 

In his message, Roosevelt said 
the legislation was “replete with 
provisions which not only afford 
indefensible special] privileges to 
favored groups but set dangerous 
precedents for the future.” 

He said thig tendency in itself 
was sufficiently dangerous to 
counter the loss of “a very inade- 
quate sum” in additional revenue. 
He calculated that the bill would 
enrich the Treasury by less than 
one billion dollars net a year. 

Blame for Tax Forms, 

The President, recognizing wide- 
spread complaints over the com- 
plexity of income tax forms, took 
occasion to lay the blame on Con- 


gress 

He said it was squarely the 
fault of the legislators in using 
language in drafting tax legisla- 
tion “which not even a dictionary 
or a thesaurus can make clear.” 

He said he hoped Congress 
would act as quickly as —

GANDHI. WIFE. DIE 
IN BRITISH CUSTODY 


Had Suffered Heart Attacks 
Held at Poona With 
Husband. 


LONDON, Feb. 22 (AP).—Mrs. 
Mohandas K. Gandhi, wife of the 
Indian leader, is dead, the New 
Delhi radio said today. 

Mrs. Gandhi, 74 years old, had 
suffered intermittently from heart 
attacks at Poona, where she was 
detained with her husband. Last /f 
Sunday an official announcement 
said her condition had taken a 
grave turn. The ——— 
by the Governor of Bombay said 
she died at 7:35 p. m. (9:15 a. m., 
St. Louis war time) today, 


that penicillin for Mrs, Gandhi 
had been flown to Poona. A §$3,- 
500,000 shipment of penicillin, first 
to reach the China-Burma-India 
war theater, had been received by 
air at Calcutta only Saturday. 
Gandhi and his frail wife, 


Kasturbai, were married when 
both were only 13 years old. She 
lived a quiet and retiring life. 

In his autobiography Gandhi 
refers to his marriage as “the 
cruel custom of child marriage.” 
What effect she may have had 
on his tempestuous career is high- 
ly speculative. She was almost 
illiterate, a condition not unusual 
even among high caste women of 
India. 

Gandhi once said of her that 
“Kasturbai herself does not know 
perhaps whether she has any 
ideals independent of mine.” But 
she did not hesitate to go to jail 
with him time after time, the first 
time under miserable conditions 
in a African jails 40 years 


De Witt Mackenzie, in his book, 
“India's Problem Can Be Solved, " 
says their life “was filled with a 
constant succession of quarrels un- 
til finally, when they were 37, 
after their fourth son was born, 
they took a vow of celibacy.” 


She was confined with her hus- 
band in the Aga Khan’s palace at 
Poona a few hours after Gandhi 
was arrested Aug. 9, 1943, when 
the All-India Congress adopted its 
resolution advocating civil dis- 
obedience and Indian ° indepen- 
dence. 

During her final illness her 
solace besides the presence of her 
husband was visits from her son 
Devidas, the only one of their four 
children who is following his: 
father’s nationalist campaign.

Tree-Grower Roosevelt Objects 
To Timbermen’s Tax Privilege 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 22 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt, who sets out 
25,000 young Christmas trees each 
year in reforesting a 1200-acre 
commercial tract among his Hyde 
Park (N. Y.) land holdings, ob- 
jected in his tax bill veto today to 
a provision which he said would 
amount to “a special privilege” to 
timber growers like himself. 

Among five provisions he’ op- 
posed as “special privileges” was 
one which he said would — 
the lumber industry to treat in- 


capital gain rather than annual 
income. 

“As a grower and seller of tim- 
ber,” he said, “I think that timber 
should be treated as a crop and 
therefore as income when it is 
sold. This would encourage refor- 
estation.” 

The President sells hundreds of 
Christmas trees each year to 
wholesalers. Sometimes he makes 
a profit and sometimes he doesn’t.

ON THE ANZIO BEACHHEAD, 
Feb. 22 (AP).+One month after 
landing at Anzio, Allied beachhead 
troops are holding their own to- 
day against a force of nine divi- 
sions the Germans have sent here 
from various¢parts of Europe and 
to inflict heavy 
casualties on the enemy. 

This is the story of Anzio: No 
brilliant victory, no triumphal en- 
try into Rome, but a hard gruel- 
ling struggle against odds and 
with risks that has tied up a 
great German force on the south- 
ern front and which probably will 


have a profound effect on the 
course of the war. 

Beachhead troops so far have 
met and repulsed two full-scale 
German offensives to split them 
into two by a push down the Al- 
bano-Anzio road and drive them 
into the sea, 


Try Again. 
The danger is not over, for the 
Germans may pile up more and 
more strength around them and 
try again,. But the present pros- 
prospect is that the beachhead 
troops will hold on and eventual- 


troops — 
around the beachhead. Some of 


them are among the best in the 


German army. Others are not 
very good units, including 18-year- 
old boys, with little training. 


They are under orders from Hit- 
ler that the Allies must be driven 
out at any cost. According to 
prisoners, most of them have ar- 
rived here with high morale, being 
told that the Allies are already 
leaving and they have but to 
give them a Dunkerque push, But 
on ascertaining the mettle of the 
defending beachhead troops, the 
morale of even the best of the 
Germans has gone down. The 
German army around the beach- 
head, while a tough force, does 
not seem to be the same German 
army that swept over Europe in 
the first two years of the war, 

eadquarters Version. 

Yesterday’s action onthe beach- 
head was marked by heavy artil- 
lery barrages and small but fierce 
infantry clashes, Allied headquar- 
ters said, 

(Associated Press Correspond- 
ent Daniel de Luce wrote from the 
beachhead that “elastic Allied de- 
fenses absorbed continued heavy 
attacks by German infantry and 
tanks” yesterday, “exacting thou- 
sands of casualties.” While he 
characterized the fighting as 
“heavy,” in contrast to the head-

U.S. BOMBERS hill 
REICH FROM ITALY 
AND BRITAIN IN 
FIRST JOINT BLOW 


‘Divisions’ of Planes 
Strike for Third Day at 
Aircraft Plants — Fac- 
tory at Regensburg 
One of Targets.

LONDON, Feb. 22 (AP).— The 
first co-ordinated air attack 
against Germany from bases in 
Britain and Italy was carried out 
today, with American “bomber 
divisions” from the south and 
west hitting aircraft factories and 
other targets, United States Army 
headquarters announced, 

The London communique did 
not specify the targets, but an an- 
nouncement from Allied head- 
quarters in Naples said the Italy- 
based United States Fifteenth Air 
Force bombed Messerschmitt fac- 
tories at Regensburg, 50 miles 
north of Munich. 

The Naples statement said to- 
day’s force of American bombers 
from Italian bases was the largest 
ever sent against a single target 
by the Mediterranean air com- 
mand and that the mission was 
the longest yet undertaken from 
Italy. Hits were observed on the 
aircraft factory buildings. 

German fighters attacked the 
bombers near Regensburg, but

the combined assault: wag carried 
out by “bomber divisions” of the 
Britain-based Eighth Air Force 
and the Fifteenth Air Force, sup- 
ported by fighters of the Eighth, 
Fifteenth and Ninth Air Forces 
and Royal Air Force, Dominion 
and Allied Spitfires, 

It added that the attack was 
“the third major daylight bomb- 
ing operation in as many days 
aimed at destruction of Germany’s 
capacity to maintain an aerial de- 
fensive against further bombings.” 
’Today’s attack demonstrated 
how the Allies are tightening a 
ring against the Reich, 

Regenburg’s Plants. 

Regensburg is the home of two 
Messerschmitt factories—that at 
Obertrauling, hit today, and the 
other at Prufenig in the western 
suburbs. The Prufenig plant was 
attacked last August by Flying 
Fortresses on a shuttle raid from 
England to North Africa. 

Allied officers said the Ober- 
trauling factory, originally en- 
gaged in the production of ME- 
$23 transports, has been assem- 
bling ME-109 fighter planes since 
the August attack on Prufenig. 
The Prufenig factory was credited 
with a production capacity of 250

POPE SAYS BELLIGERENTS 
SHOULD MAKE AGREEMENT 
TO KEEP WAR FROM ROME 


LONDON, Feb. 22 (AP). 
HE Vatican radio quoted 
Pope Pius XII tonight as 

' saying that Cairo and Ath- 
ens were saved from destruc- 
tion by an agreement of bellig- 
erents, and “Rome also should 
be saved.” 

“Rome still, in spite of the 
war, is a center of religion,” 
said the broadcast. ‘The bel- 
ligerents agreed to spare the 
monuments of Athens and 
Cairo and in the same way 
Rome should be saved. 

“The abbey of Mount Cassino 
already has been destroyed.” 


TOJO EXPLAINS SHAKEUP 


NEW YORK, Feb. 22 (AP).— 
The Tokyo radio said Premier 
Hideki Tojo addressed a meeting 


of his Cabinet today to explain 
the military and ministerial 
changes he instituted during the 
week end and to “express his firm 
determination to carry on the 
present war to its conclusion.”

Adm, Chester W. Nimitz, in re- 
porting last night the capture of 
Eniwetok Island, in the atoll of 
the same name at the western 
edge of the Marshalls, said that 
Parry Island, another segment of 
the atoll, was under heavy attack 
by American air and surface 
forces. Marines already had cap- 
tured Engebi Island at the north- 
ern end of the atoll, 

In his communique on the Eni- 
wetok fighting, Nimitz said: 

“Preliminary reports indicate 
that our overall casualties in the 
capture of Eniwetok atoll as of 
last night are aproximately 150 
dead and 350 wounded.” 


Jap Force Put at 1000. 


One thousand Japanese were 
estimated on Engebi and Eni- 
wetok islands at the start of the 
preinvasion bombardment, but 
there is no information as to how 
many survived the barrage to re- 
sist our troops.

“Troops of the Third Ukrainian 
front, as a result of their offen- 
sive Feb. 22, captured by storm 
the town of Krivoi Rog and the 
area of Krivoi Rog mines, large 
industrial centers of the Ukraine 
and an important strong point in 
German defenses.” 

The loss of Krivoi Rog and its 
high-grade ores, coupled with Rus- 
sian capture two weeks ago of 


the manganese center of Nikopol, 
is one of the most severe setbacks 
suffered by the German war ma- 
chine during the Russian winter 
offensive. 

Far to the north, a Russian of- 
fensive on the Lovat River front 
yesterday overran the major Ger- 
man defensive base of Kholm, 60 
miles south of Lake Ilmen. 

A Soviet communique said Rus- 
sian troops forced the Lovat north 
and south of Kholm, broke into 


the city and drove out the Ger-/'

Congress Dignifies Skim Milk

WASHINGTON, Feb. 22 (AP).— 

Now that Congress has decided to 
prettify the name of skim milk, 
Senator Overton (Dem.), Louisiana, 
thinks it might be well to do some- 
thing about spinach. His voice 
dripping with sarcasm, he sug- 
ests: 
“Why not change the name of 
spinach to ‘health and strength 
greens?’ The very name of spinach 
is revolting to the human palate 
as a rule.” 

He notes that, despite what peo- 
ple say of spinach and health, it 
will still be spinach, no matter 
what it’s called, and so will skim 
milk. That’s why he was against 
legislation sent to the White House 
yesterday in invest skim milk with 
three new legal titles—‘“dried milk 
solids,” “defatted milk solids,” and 
“non-fat milk solids.” - 

Senator Clark (Dem.), Missouri, 
argued that the change was need- 
ed because “skim” is a “repulsive” 
word that is slowing up the sale of 


an otherwise healthful food/ Ex 


product.

drinker himself—said the change 
was actually an attempt to mis- 
lead the public.

LONDON, Feb. 22 (AP).—- 
Prime Minister Churchill told 
the world today that Allied 
bombing far beyond anything 
yet ‘‘employed or indeed im- 
agined’’ would strike Ger- 
many in every corner in pre- 
lude to the final smashing by 
American and British inva- 
sion armies of ‘‘approxi- 
mately equal’’ power. 

The three great Allies still stand 
“absolutely united” and “none of 
the ground made good at Moscow 
or Teheran” has been lost despite 


disquieting articles in the Soviet 


press, he asserted in a confident 
but cautious war review in the 
House of Commons. 

War Plans and Peace, 

The Allies stand united on war 
plans which make certain a vic- 
tory that “may not be so far 
away” and also “believe that a 
wide field of friendly co-operation 
lies before them” in the peace. 

Discussing the Polish-Ruyussian 
boundary dispute, he asserted 
“Russia has the right of reassur- 
ance against future attacks from 
the west and we are going all the 
way with her to see that she gets 
it, not only by the might of her 
arms but by the approval and as- 
sent of the United Nations.” 

Churchill said he could neither 
guarantee that the war would 
finish in Europe this year, or 
extend into 1945, and asserted 
that Adolf Hitler still is in “full 

control” in Germany, with 300 

divisions in his army. 

Half a million Germans are 
fighting in Italy, and “Hitler evi- 
dently has decided to defend 
Rome with the same obstinacy as 
Stalingrad,” but Allied leaders are 
confident of success and reinforce- 
ments are pouring in from Africa, 
he said. 

Massive U. S. Air Force. 

Other highlights of Churchill's 
first review since the Teheran and 
Cairo conferences and his subse- 
quent attack of pneumonia were: 

Alr offensive: The U. S. bomber 
force in Britain “now begins to 
surpass our own and soon will be 
substantially greater still.”

The House cheered as 
he added “I feel fully entitled to 
reassure the House on that im- 
portant point.” 

The Allies, he asserted, “are 
equally resolved to pursue the 
war at whatever cost to a victori- 
ous conclusion and they believe 
that a wide field of friendly co- 
operation lies before them after 
the destruction of Hitlerite Ger- 
many.” 

Britain is Intensely interested in 
maintaining Poland's indepen- 
dence, Churchi]! said, and is con- 
vinced that repeated Moscow dec- 
‘larations for a strong, independent 
Poland “represent the settled pol- 
icy of the Soviet Union.” 

“I have intense sympathy for 
_ the Poles but I also have sympathy 

with the Russian standpoint,” he 
added. “I cannot fee] that Rus- 
- gia’s demand for reassurance about 
her western frontier goes beyond 
_ the limits of what is reasonable 
or just. 

“I always have been of the opin-

Churchill In Good Spirits. 

Churchill was in good humor, 
and evoked frequent applause and 
laughter as he reassured the 
House of the progress of the war 
in Italy, at sea, and in the air. 

Answering a questioner before 
starting his review, the Prime 
Minister said that a large-scale 
system of short leaves proposed 
to bring overseas troops home for 
a rest and then send them back 
was “entirely beyond our means 
of transportation.” But he added 
that “such shipping as can be 
made available for other reasons 
than operational requirements and 
sickness is being used to bring 
back to home establishments the 
men who have been overseas for 
many years.” Relatively few have 
been overseas more than three 
years, he said. 

Churchill in asserting he could 
give no guarantee that the war in 
Zurope would end this year or 
that it would not, said “Hitler and 
his police are still in full control 
and that the Nazi party and gen- 
erals have decided to hang to- 
gether.” 

He said although many of the 
300 divisions he estimated re- 
mained in the German army have 
been substantially reduced in num- 
ber, their fighting quality is still

high. 
Bigger Air Blows Coming. 

Turning to the . ke offensive, 
Churchill said that. long-range 
bombers from Britain and Italy 
will reach into every part of Ger- 
many to smash and destroy muni- 
tions. He termed the Allied aerial 
drive “the foundation upon which 
our plans for overseas invasion 
stand.” 


He asserted that the air offen-| 


sive, while absorbing three million 
Germans, had: drawn with other 
British and Amefican activities, 
four-fifth of. the German tighter 
force. 

“This also has been of some 
assistance to the Soviet Union,” 
he added. “This statement should 
be made in justice to the Western 
Allies.” 

After saying “The United States 
bomber force in Britain now has 
begun to surpass our own and 
soon will be substantially greater 
still,” he added, “The honor of 
bombing Berlin has fallen almost 
entirely on us.” 

“Excluding Dominion and Al- 
lied squadrons working with the 
R. A, F., the British Isles lost 
38,300 pilots and air crews killed 
and 10,400 missing and more than 
10,000 aircraft since the war be- 
gan and made nearly 900,000 sor- 
ties in the North European thea- 
ter,” Churchill said. 

“In the four most recent raids 
by British and American aircraft 
on Germany, 9000 (long) tons (10,- 
080 short tons) of bombs were: 
dropped. These constitute the 
most violent attacks which have 
ever yet been made on Germany, 
and they also prove the value of| 
saturation in every aspect of the 
air war. 

“The spring and summer will 
show a vast increase in the force 
of attacks directed on military 
targets in Germany and: German- 
occupied countries. 

“We look for very’ great restric- 
tion and dislocation of German 
munition supplies, no matter 
where their factories have been 
withdrawn.” 


Warning of Retaliation. 

Disawtwiaer any intention to be 
dissuaded from the full use of 
bombing, Churchill declared: | 

“The idea that we should fetter 
or further restrict the use of this 
prime instrument for shortening 
the war will not be by 
the governments of the United Na- 
tions.” — 

Warning Britain to expect re- 
taliation with the Germans using 
automaton planes’or rockets, he 
added: 

“Retaliation by the enemy so 
far has been modest but we must 
expect it to increase. 

“The Germans are preparing on 
the French shore new means of

“We long have been watching 
this with utmost vigilance. 

“We are striking at al] evidences 
of these preparations.

“Russian production is about 
equal to ours and American pro-

Churchill asserted that on the 
Italian front German reaction to 
the Allied landing had been “re- 
markable.” He said: 

“Gen. Alexander, who hag seen 
more fighting against the Ger- 
mans than any living British com- 
mander, says the bitterness and 
fierceness of the fighting now go- 
ing on at the bridgehead and on 
the Cassino front surpass all his 
previous experience, 

“Our leaders are confident of 
final success and the troops are 
in the highest spirite—spirits of 
offensive vigor. 

“The fact that something like 
half a million Germans now are 
in Italy is not unwelcome to the 
Allies. We must fight Germans 
somewhere unless we are to stand 
still and watch the Russians.” 

Churchill told Commons nearly 
100 Italian shipa are operatin 
the Mediterranean and that Ital- 
ian troops and airmen are fight- 
ing alongside the Allies and ren- 
dering great service behind the 
lines. 

Italian Government Problem. 

Of the Italian Government 
squabble he said he was “not yet 
convinced that any other govern- 
ment could be formed which 
would command the same obed- 
ience from the people, but when 
Rome falls the whole Italian situa- 
tion will be reviewed. I should be

i\—fugitives from battered Rabaul 


harbor—have been hunted down 
along the New Ireland coast and 
sunk by Allied planes. 

This new destruction last Sat- 
urday and Sunday brought to 44 
the total number of Japanese ships 
sunk by bombs and guns in the 
Bismarck archipelago area within 
a week. 

The latest sinkings included six 
medium-sized merchant vessels, 
and three escorting corvettes and 
patrol ships. Three other me- 
dium-sized freighters were severe- 


ly damaged and listed in the com- 
munique as probably destroyed. 

Planes found some of the enemy 
vessels hiding in inlets and coves 
along the wooded New Ireland 
shore, where they had been dis- 
persed for safety. 


Ship Sunk at Wewak. 


In addition to the operations 
along the New Ireland shore, Al- 
lied planes sank a 6000-ton ship 
at Wewak, on the northeastern 
New Guinea coast. 

Less than a week before, Army 
and Navy planes sank or caused 
the beaching of 15 vessels of an 
enemy convoy off New Ireland. 
Aerial bombing and naval shelling 
of shipping at Rabaul and Ka- 
vieng (New Ireland) harbors ac- 
counted for other sinkings. 


26 Jap Planes Downed. 


Gen. Douglas MacArthur’s com- 
|munique told also of new air as- 
saults, including raids around Ra- 
baul in which 26 more Japanese 
planes were shot down, bringing 
the total for one week to 164. 

Twenty-three of the new Jap- 
anese plane losses were over 
Lunakai airdrome Saturday morn- 
ing when they sent up 40 or 50 
fighters to try to ward off an at- 
tack by Dauntless dive bombers 
and Avenger torpedo planes. Three 
more were downed by Lightnings 
escorting Liberator bombers over 
Tobera airport. Allied plane losses 
were minor, 

Long-range planes again struck 
at Japanese bases in The Nether- 
lands East Indies, dropping 34 
tons of bombs on Laha airport at 
Ambon, on Amboina Island. 

Army troops, moving up the 
Itni River at Arawe on New Brit- 
ain’s southwest coast, seized a 
Japanese gunboat, 11 enemy land- 
ing craft and a huge pile of Jap- 
anese supplies. 

The Army men are trying to 
make contact with Marines that 
have established themselves on 
Borgen Bay, and drive the foe 
from Western New Britain.

CHURCHILL SAYS HE ORDERED 
TIGHTER ANZIO CENSORSHIP 


Tells Commons of 


‘Alarmist’ 
Blames Naples and Algiers 
Correspondents. 


Reports — 


LONDON, Feb. 22 (AP).—Prime 
Minister Churchill disclosed in 
the House of Commons today that 
the order for tightening censor- 


ship in the Mediterranean - had 
been issued at his telegraphed re- 
quest, and said news correspon- 
dents at the Anzio beachhead 
“were not the people who caused 
the trouble.” 

Asked if he had investigated the 
increased. restrictions—since re- 
laxed—he said: 

“Inquiries did not take me very 
long as I myself sent a telegram 
asking for stricter censorship on 
alarmist reports about the posi- 
tion in the bridgehead—not by 
correspondents there but by per- 
sons in Naples and Algiers.” 

He declared that “such words 
as ‘desperate’ ought not to. be 
used in a battle of this kind when 
they are false and still less are 
they to be used if they are true.” 

“In the first case, they need- 
lessly distressed the public,” he 
said, “in the ae they encour- 
aged the enemy attack.” 


He expressed pleasure that ra- 


dio facilities have been restored 
to correspondents in the bridge- 
head. 

“These were not the people who 
caused the trouble, but others far 
in the rear,” he said. “The lib- 


« 


erty of the press is of high conse- 
quence, so also are the lives of 
our troops.” 

Laborite Emanuel Shinwell | 
asked, “Is it not true that news- 
paper correspondents have acted 
with the greatest discretion?” 
Churchill replied: 

“I certainly thought from some 
of the headlines and telegrams 
coming from the people at Algiers 
and reporters in many cases of 
the American press, that the 
wrong impression was being given 
both to our people and the en- 
emy . 

Of correspondents generally, he 
said “they have discharged their 
duties with very great discretion 
and this is particularly true of 
the men nearest to the enemy and 
in the same danger as the troops.” 

Asked if alarmist statements 
were made not by correspondents 
but by members of the Canadian 
and American governme 
Churchill said: 

“I am only responsible for the 
part I took in the matter.” 


Under Secretary of War Patter- 
son said on Feb. 10 that “the en- 
emy threat (to our beachhead) is 
not to be minimized,” and Presi-

WASHINGTON, Feb. 22 (AP).— 
The Allies tossed a new economic 
necks of Ger- 
many, Japan and their satellites 
today, decreeing that they would 


not hereafter accept Axis-tainted 
gold from neutral countries. 

The United States Treasury, 
acting in concert with England 
and Russia, announced it would 
refuse to take such gold from any 
nation and - Treasury 
Morgenthau stated the United 
States Government would refuse 
to recognize sales of any gold 
looted by the Axis. 

Berlin in particular has been 
using gold resources to keep for- 
eign supply sources open, and it 
was asserted at the Treasury in- 
creasing amounts of so-called 
“German gold” has recently been 
finding its way into neutral gold 
markets, primarily in Turkey, 
Switzerland, Spain and Portugal.

Administration Offers 
Plan as Conferees Go 


Into Second Week of 
Stalemate. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 22 (AP).— 
The administration fashioned a 
state-controlled Federal ballot bill} 
today in an effort to break acon- 
gressional stalemate over voting 
procedure for the armed forces. 

First reaction from the opposi- 
tion looked as if the two opposing 
camps—Federal vs. state ballots— 
might make a trade at last. 

As a concession t states’ rights 
advocates, Representative Worley 
(Dem.), Texas, offered to swap 
away a Federal waiver of poll tax 
payments and local registration as 
voting requirements in exchange 
for a general distribution of a 
uniform Federal absentee ballot 
to men and women overseas. 

“I don't care if they want to 
send a ballot around,” said Repre- 
sentative Rankin (Dem.), Missis- 
sippi, “so long as they leave it 
up to the states to say whether 
those ballots are valid.” 

Rankin has been the leader of 
the Federal ballot opposition, in- 
sisting that the states should have 
complete control. He contends a 
1942 act of Congress waiving poll 
tax payments and local registra- 
tion amounted to an unconstitu- 
tional violation of the states’ 
right to police their own elections. 

“Under this (Worley) plan if a 
State announces it won’t count 
the Federal ballots, then there 
would be no use sending them 
out,” he told a reporter. “I’m 
fighting to maintain constitu- 
tional government, and _ that’s 
what we'll have so long as the 
State can say whether or not it 
wants to accept this bob-tailed 
ballot.” 

Worley, author of one of the 
Federal ballot bills indorsed by 
the President, offered his com- 
promise suggestion late yester- 
day as Senate and House con- 
ferees got into the second week 
of searching for a bill that would 
please both the States’ Righters 
and the Federal ballot supporters. 

As the conferees returned to 
session today they had this pro- 
posal by Worley to discuss: 

1. General distribution of a 
Federal ballot for votes for presi- 
ident, vice president and mem- 
bers of Congress. It would go 
to service men and women re- 
gardiess of whether they re- 
quested it. 

2. The new Worley bill would 
repeal outright a 1942 act which 
ordered the states to disregard 
local registration and poll tax 
payments as voting qualifications 
for those in the armed forces. 

3. It would be up to the states 
to say whether they will count 
the Federal ballots. Worley said 
agreement to accept them could 
be made either by state legisla- 
tures or local Attorneys General.

Attorney Refuses to Testify About Shooting

WASHINGTON, Feb. 22 (AP).— 
A coroner’s jury today directed 
that Robert I. Miller, 67-year-old 
dean of Washington’s Municipal 
Court attorneys, be held for ac- 
tion of the grand jury after he 
had declined to testify at an in- 
quest into the death of Dr. John 
E. Lind, 57, noted psychiatrist. 
Mrs. Miller, 42, said by police. 
to have been in Dr. Lind’s auto- 
mobile when the physician was 
fatally shot at a busy street inter- 
section in Washington’s principal 
shopping district yesterday, also 
declined to give testimony at the 
inquest. She was said to be near 
collapse after being detained as 
a materia] witness. 

Traffic policemen who ran to 
the scene when two shots were 
heard said ‘they found Dr, Lind, 
chief medical officer at St. Eliza- 
beth’s Hospital, and a relative of 
Abraham Lincoln, slumped over 
the wheel of his car, with Mr. and 
Mrs. Miller on the adjacent side- 
walk. One officer said Miller was 
holding a .38 pistol in his hand, 
and that he stated he had shot in 
self-defense, 

The police found a second pis- 
tol, of smaller caliber, wrapped in 
a ‘white envelope, on the front 


seat of the Lind car. It contained 


two empty shells, but, according 
to police, was not fired yesterday. 
Lamar Johnson, Negro, a de- 
partment store porter, testifying 
at the inquest, pointed out Miller 
as the man he said he saw go 
across the sidewalk toward Dr. 
Lind’s slowly moving car just be- 
fore the shooting. He said a wom- 
an had just entered the machine 


and that Miller jerked the door 
open and flourished a pistol. 
There was a scuffle inside the ma- 
chine, he said, and two shots were 
fired, 

Johnson testified that he saw 
Miller place “what seemed to be 
an envelope” on the seat, and that 
the woman in the car got out and 
tried to pull him away. | 

Both Miller and Dr. 'Lind had 
appeared in Municipal Court yes- 
terday, Miller as defense attorney 
in a drunken-driving case, and 
Dr. Lind as an expert witness in 
another case. Miller had been 
driven from court to the scene of 
the shooting by a court attache, 
who after discharging the attor- 
ney, had driven on. 

One of the best known attorneys 
in the Capital, Miller was active in 
politics and was a delegate to the 
Republican national conventions 
in 1912 and 1916. His first job was 
as janitor in the court in which 
most of his cases were tried. He 
was a friend of former Vice-Presi- 
dent Charles P. Curtis, was a race 
track officer and a prominent 
breeder of horses. 

Dr. Lind, on his mother’s side 
was a fourth cousin of Nancy 


‘Hanks, mother of Abraham Lin- 


coln. He was translator of medical 
works and a writer of ehildren’s 
songs. He was a descendant also 
of Sir James Lind, medical officer 
in the British Navy, credited with 
the discovery of lime juice to 
counteract scurvy on long sea 
voyages. 

Dr. Lind’s wife died in 1937. 
Two sons are in the Army. A 
daughter lives in Arlington, Va.

Paul Grandinnetti and William 
Ivory, a Negro, two of the five 
prisoners who escaped from the 
fourth floor of City Jail early 
Sunday night by overpowering a 
guard and climbing down the 
side of the building, were cap- 
tured separately today. 

Another of the fugitives, John 
Whorton, a Negro, was walking a 
few feet ahead of Ivory when the 
latter was seized by two East St. 
Louls detectives at 2:30 a. m. at 
Third street and Broadway in 
East St. Louls. Whorton fled be- 
fore the detectives recognized 
him, 

Grandinnetti, under a four-year 
robbery sentence, was arrested 
shortly before 8 o’clock this morn- 
ing in front of 1517 North Eighth 
street by Patrolman George 
Pieper, who, recognized him from 
a photograph he had studied a 
few hours earlier. The patrolman 
caught Grandinnetti by the arm 
as he passed, and pulled off the 
brown felt hat the man wore low 
over his eyes, Grandinnetti ad- 
mitted his identity. 

Grandinnetti said he had been 
“walking the streets and riding 
streets cars” since fleeing from 
the jail. He said he had had no 
knowledge that a break was 
planned. “When it happened,” he 
said, “I ran along with the others.” 

Bundle Causes Arrest. 


The detectives, Joseph Rodri- 
guez and Peter Iwasyszn, said 
they halted Ivory because he was 
carrying a bundle. At first he 
gave a fictitious name, but later 
admitted his real identity. 

Ivory told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that rumors that a break 
was being planned had been drift- 
ing about the fourth floor for two 
weeks, and Sunday noon he 
learned that the attempt was to 
be made that night. 

When the break came, he said, 
any of the 32 prisoners on the 
floor could have joined in, He 
said James Jenkins, apparently 
the leader of the attempt, opened 
the Negro cell block and called to 
Whorton to “come on,” Ivory 
said he followed Whorton because

Walked Streets All Day. 


Ivory said he and Whorton 
separated from the three white 
prisoners — Jenkins, Grandin- 
netti 
few minutes after fleeing from 
the jail. The white men, he 
said, drove away in one taxicab, 
and he and Whorten in another. 
He said he and his companion 
“just rode around for awhile” and 
then had the driver take them to 
the Biddle street Negro section. 

“We walked the streets all day,” 
he said, “Then about 2 a. m. (to- 
day) we took a bus over to East 
St. Louis. to.try to find a room 
to stay in.” 

They had alighted from the bus, 
he said, when the detectives ap- 
peared. He said he would waive 
extradition.

JUDGE MOORE FOR 
DROPPING INQUIRY 
Al U. 3. PRISON 


Medical Center Officials 
Can Handle Scattered 
Cases of Abuse, He 
Asserts. 


Further investigation of charges 
that inmates at the United States 
Medical Center for Federal Pris- 
oners at Springfield, Mo., have 
been mistreated by guards and at- 
tendants appears unwarranted, 
United States District Judge 
George H. Moore, said today after 
reviewing testimony taken at an 
informal inquiry into the allega- 
tions, 

Although he has not completed 
reading the full transcript of the 
hearings, Judge Moore said tes- 
timony liindicated a few inmates 
might have been mistreated on a 
few occasions. These scattered 
incidents, he added, definitely 
were not encouraged by the au- 
thorities, who appear to be com- 
petent to handle the _ situation 


‘within the institution. 


One of Three Observers, 

Judge Moore was one of three 
impartial observers On a commit- 
tee that conducted hearings for 
five days at the institution, Along 
with the others, he was invited to 
serve by Attorney General Francis 
Biddle, The charges of brutality 
were brought to Biddle’s attention 
by Norman Thomas, Socialist, who 
received a smuggled petition for a 
writ of habeas corpus from a for- 
mer prisoner. The petition con- 
tained statements from 72 inmates 
that they had been beaten, or had 
seén other inmates beaten, by’ em- 
ployes for minor infractions of the 
rules. 

Recommendations and conclu- 
sion based on statements received 
from 59 inmates and employes will 
be sumitted to the Attorney Gen- 
eral this week. Judge Moore said 
his report probably will be ready 
Thursday. From the recommend- 
ations received, Biddle has an- 
nounced he would decide whether 
a formal inquiry was necessary. 

Talked to Innyrates, 

In addition to basing his conclu- 
sion that another investigation is 
not necessary on testimony, Judge 
Moore said he personally talked to 
many inmates while making a tour 
of the institution prior to the 
opening of the hearings. “I asked 
them if they had any complaints,” 
he said, “and only a very few an- 
swered me. Their complaints were 
vague. The ones who did have 
something to say were called be- 
fore the committee.” 

Meanwhile, the Goad-Ballinger 
Post of the American Legion in 
Springfield and the CIO United 
Federal Workers of America, Lo- 
cal 229, representing the Depart- 
ment of Justice Guards at the 
prison, are continuing their ef- 
forts to have the charges investi- 
gated by a Congressional commit- 
tee. 

Spokesmen for these organiza- 
tions told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
the charges cast unfavorable re- 
flection on employes of the center 
and “we want them cleared once 
and for all.”

Ten “shoppers” with average 
purchases filed past two cashiers, 
one using the present system of 
point-value ration stamps and the 
other the new method of giving 
tokens in change for stamps hav- 
ing a uniform 10-point value. The 
latter, who had never seen a ra- 
tion token before, averaged a min- 
ute faster in checking her “cus- 
tomers” than the clerk using the 
present rationing method. 

To demonstrate further the sim- 
plicity of the token system, four- 
year-old Sandra Still purchased a 
pound of butter, giving the clerk 
the required number of tokens. 

Mrs. Loretta Vrooman, OPA in- 
formation officer, explained the 


red and blue tokens, slightly 
smaller than a dime and made of 
vulcanized fiber, will be worth one 
point each. Matching the color of 
stamps which will be in use when 
the new plan goes into effect, red 
tokens will be given as change in 
meat purchases and blue for 
processed foods. 

As explained by Mrs. Vrooman, 
here is how the new. system will 
work:. Mrs. X buys meat carrying 

a value of 16 points. She gives 
the butcher two red stamps, each 
having a value of 10 points, and 


receives four red tokens in change. 
The tokens are good for purchases | 
of meat, fats and oils. 

Similarly, Mrs, X buys processed 
food worth 24 points. She turns in 
three blue stamps, each worth 10 
points, and receives in change six 
blue tokens. The tokens may be 
used for purchase of processed 


food. 

Under the new method, the red 
and blue ration stamps—each | 
with a 10-point value regardless 
of the number appearing on the | 
coupon—will be validated on a 
horizontal or across-the-book basis | 
instead of a vertical or up-and- 
down basis as at present. 

The tokens haye no expiration 
date and may be accumulated and 
used at any time, Mrs. Vrooman 
said. However, tokens will be 
given as change only in connec- 
tion with purchases, and outright 
cashing of expiring stamps for 
their full value will not be per⸗ 
mitted, 

Only stamps in ration book 4, | 
together with tokens, will be used | 
for food purchases after March 
20, and OPA estimates that with 
the use of tokens, the life of the 
book will be about two years. 

Until March 20, brown stamps 
in book 3 and green stamps in 
book: 4 will continue in use, re- 
taining their point values, and 
change {n tokens will be given for 
them. Blue stamps 8A to 8E and 
red stamps 8A to 8C in book 4 
become valid Sunday for use in 
the token plan. 

Retailers this week are receiv- 
ing their supplies of tokens.

Home on Leave After Being 
Hit by Flak on 40th Flight 
Against Germans. 


Staff Sgt. Eugene Glover, top 
turret gunner on a Marauder 
bomber stationed in North Africa, 
was wounded by flak on his for- 
tieth and last mission while mak- 
ing a bomb run on a railroad via- 
duct in southern France, 

“It happened Dec. 23 and at the 
time I thought I'd never see 
Christmas; I was scared, but it 
turned out to be only a slight scalp 
wound,” Sgt. Glover, home on 
leave, told the Post-Dispatch to- 
day. Besides the Purple Heart, 
Sgt. Glover holds the Air Medal 
and Seven Oak Leaf Clusters. 

Sgt. Glover, 21 years old, son of 
Mrs, A. F. Corbin, 5555 Cabanne 


avenue, was a member of the 
bomber group which was com- 
mended by Air Marshal A. W. 
Tedder for its bombing of the Ital- 
ian town of Alife, where the Ger- 
mans retreating from Naples had 
their headquarters, 


“We destroyed 80 per cent of the 
town, and not one bomb dropped 
outside of the town,” Glover said. 
“Our toughest assignment was 
bombing bridges at the Germans’ 
rear when they were chased out 
of Naples and across the Volturno.

Sgt. Glover, overseas 17 months, 
enlisted in December, 1941. He 
participated in the invasion of 
North Africa, Sicily and Italy, 
bombing missions on German gun 
emplacements and tanks at Saler- 
no and on the first bombing at- 
tack on Rome.

the neck and escaped under pistol 


fire. 

The dead Americans were iden- 
tified by United States Consul 
Stewart McMillin as Walter V. 
Cotchett Jr., 28 years old, a United 
States Army flying instructor sta- 
tioned at Tucson, Ariz, and Reu- 
ben Brooks. 

The governor was Col. Rodolfo 
T. Leaiza. John Vozza of Tucson 


and Alfredo Duart, the governor's 


aid, were wounded seriously. 

Eyewitnesses gave this account 
of the shooting: 

Gov. Loaiza was sitting with 
friends at a table in the patio of 
the Belmar Hotel when the 
assassin, slipping unnoticed 
through the crowd, fired at almost 
point-blank range. 

The killer ran toward the door, 
Duart and others nearby drew 
pistols and began firing. The 
assassin was joined by three com- 
panions and all fled across the 
lobby, firing as they went. The 
two tourists and the others were 
hit. The gunmen fled in an auto 
mobile. 

A special session of the legis- 
lature was called to name a pro- 
visional governor, and the carnival 
was suspended immediately by 
city authorities.

Renegotiation Clause. 


“The clause relating to renegoti- 
ating of war contracts terminates 
i the present Renegotiation Authori- 
ty on Dec. 31 of this year. This 
seems unwise at this time because 
no person can at present deter- 
mine what a renegotiation time 
limit should be. More experience 
is needed, The formal right of 
appeal to the tax court that is 
granted by this bill is an inept 
provision.

So before tackling any blank, 
you'll want to set down on paper 
some of the things you'll be able 
to deduct. 

The first thing to consider is an 
item called “deductible expenses.”

Traveling expenses in connec- 
tion with your job—transporta-

work, 

Cost of uniforms is deductible 
only if (1) they are specifically 
required, and (2) they don’t take 
the place of ordinary clothing 
you'd be buying anyway. There 
are rulings that you can’t deduct

Moscow Organ of Union 
of Patriots Says Group 
Seeks ‘Free, Strong 
Democratic’ Nation.

MOSCOW, Feb. 22 (AP).—Wolna 
Polske, organ of the Union of Po- 
lish Patriots in Russia, yesterday 
described the formation of a na- 
tional council inside Poland as a 
“crushing blow” to the “emigre 
Fascist clique” of the Polish Gov- 
ernment-in-Exile in London. 

Wolna Polske, publishing a coun- 
ei] manifesto setting forth the 
aims of the new group, which 
claims complete rights to repre- 
sent the Polish nation, declares 
the council was elected by “the 
most democratic methods” and 
wag uniting all groups actively 
engaged in the fight against Ger- 
many. 

(While this dispatch does not 


clearly show the Union of Polish 
Patriots as orgahizers of the na- 
tional] council, a Moscow radio an- 
nouncement of the council’s for- 
mation Feb. 12 indicated that it 
was set up bs the union, which 
was established in Russia with the 
approval of the Soviet Govern- 
ment. 

(Announcement of the council’s 
creation followeg publication of an 
editorial in avda, Communist 
party newspaper, implying a Gov- 
ernment acceptable to the Soviets 
might be set up in Poland, Four 
days after the announcement a 
Polish spokesman in London said 
that Communists were attempting 
to make the council a temporary 
government aiming eventually at 
an alliance with the Soviet Union.) 

Wolna Polske asserted, “We 
knew beforehand that the national 
initiative which caused the crea- 
tion of the national counci] would 
meet with a hostile reception 
among reactionary emigre circles 
which place their egostistical group 
interests above the interests of 
their people.” 

The council’s manifesto carried 
by the publication called for: 

“The merging of all ranks with- 
out consideration for party or. po- 
litical affiliation or controversy, 
for the struggle of the suffering 
Polish people against the German 
invaders. . 

- “Close collabofation with the 
troops of.our allies. 

“Establishment of cordial and 
friendly relations with out nearest

FREED OF ROBBERY CHARGE, 
PAROLEE IS JAILED AGAIN 


Freed only last week from a 
robbery charge, Douglas Williams, 
18-year-old Negro, landed in jail 
yesterday when his past caught 
up with him. 

Williams was granted probation 
June 8 by Circuit Judge Edward 
M. Ruddy after being sentenced 
to ‘two years in Algoa Reforma- 
tory on a robbery charge, a parole 
condition being that:he enter the 
army. The court was not notified 
that Williams had been rejected 
for military service July 26, but 
this was called to Judge Ruddy’s 
attention yesterday after Williams 
was named in a warrant charging 
carrying concealed weapons. The 
eharge grew out of the slugging 
of a young woman early Sunday 
at Grand boulevard and Cozens 
avenue. Judge Ruddy immediate- 
ly revoked Williams’ probation. 

After his rejection by the Army, 
Williams and two other Negroes 
were arrested on a holdup ~—_ 
but Assistant Circuit Attorney Wil- 
liam E. Gallagher dismissed the 
case against them last week when, 
at the trial of one of Williams’ co- 
defendants, four state witnesses 
erroneously identified two court- 
room spectators as Williams and 
the other co-defendant. 


SMALL NATIONS INVITED 
TO GIVE ADVICE ON GERMANY 


LONDON, Feb. 22 ‘AP).—The 
smaller European nations have 
been invited by the European Ad- 
visory Commission to submit their 
views on the handling of defeated 
Germany, to be co-ordinated with 
those of Britain, Russia and the 
United States in working out a 
master program to prevent future 
aggression. 

A plan of liaison between the 
commission and Norway, The 
Netherlands, Yugoslavia, Belgium, 
Czecho-Slovakia, Greece, France 
and other occupied nations is be- 
ing worked out whereby ‘the com- 
mission will have the advantage 
of all possible data for handling 
Germany and for other European 
problems, both in the prosecution 
of the war and afterward.

LONDON, Feb. 22 (AP). 


OLLOWING is the text of Prime Minister Winston Churchill's 


HIS is no time for sorrow or rejoicing. It is time for preparation, 


still going on, I have never taken 


the view that the end of the war in Europe is at hand or that 
Hitler is about to collapse, and I have certainly given no guarantee 


or even held out any expectation that the year 1944 will see the end of 
the European war, nor have I given any guarantee the other way. 


On the whole my information— 
and I have a good deal—goes to 
show that Hitler and his police 
are still in full control and that 
the Nazi party and the Generals 
have decided to hang together. 
‘The strength of the German army 
is about 300 divisions, though 


many of these are substantially 
reduced in numbers. The fighting 
quality of the troops is high. The 
German general staff system which 
we failed to liquidate after the last 
war represents an order compris- 
ing many thousands of highly 


trained officers and a school of|, 


doctrine of unbroken continuity. 

It possesses great skill both in 

handling troops in action and in 
their rapid movement from place 
to place. Recent fighting in Italy 
should leave no doubt on these 
points. It is true that the results 
of our bombing have had a note- 
worthy effect on German muni- 
tions production. In the people 
they have produced a dual apathy 
which also affects munitions pro- 
duction and all air raid precau- 
tion services. 
, The splendid victories of our So- 
viet ally on the Eastern front are 
inflicting immense losses upon the 
enemy. The fact that so many en- 
emy divisions have been drawn 
into Italy and into Yugoslavia, 
while other large bodies of his 
troops are held in France and the 
Low Countries by fear of inva- 
sion has been a help to these vic- 
tories. Moreover, Anglo- Amer- 
ican bombing of Germany, ab- 
sorbing as it does about three mil- 
lion Germans, has together with 
other British and American ac- 
tivities drawn four-fifths of the 
German fighter forces to the Brit- 
ish and American frcnts, and I be- 
lieve even a larger number of 
bombers are against us and our 
American allies. 

This diso has been of assistance 
to the Soviet Union, and I think 
these statements should be made 
in justice to the Western Allies. 
They in no way detract from the 
glory of Russian arms. It must 
also be borne in mind in survey- 
ing the general foundation of the 
scene as we see it today that as 
the German troops retreat west- 
ward they will find many oppor- 
tunities of. narrowing their fronts, 
and if they choose to cut their 
losses in the Balkans or on the 
Italian peninsula at any time, 4 
considerable number of. divisions 
can be made available for the pur- 
pose of strengthening their cen- 
tral reserve. 


Tells Part Britain 
Is Playing in War. 

It is far from my wish to make 
any boastful statement about the 
part which this island is playing 
in the war. It has, however, been 
borne upon me that the interests 
of the alliance as a wholé may be 
prejudiced if its other members 
are left in ignorance of the Brit- 
ish share in the great events 
which are unfolding. The Domin- 
ions also have a right to know 
that the mother country is play- 
ing its part. 

I think it therefore my duty to 
state a few facts which are per- 
haps not generally realized. For 
instance, since Jan. 1, 1943, up to 
the presnt time in the middle of 
February, ships or the Royal Navy 
and aircraft of-the R. A. F.—that 
is to say, forces of the mother 
country only—have sunk more 
than half the U-boats of which we 
have certain proof in the shape 
of living prisoners. 

And they also have destroyed 40 
per cent of the very large number 
of other U-boats of which either 
corpses or fragments provide defi- 
nite evidence of destruction. Again 
on the naval side, apart from ene- 
my U-boats we have sunk by Brit- 
ish action alone since Jan. 1, 1943, 
19 enemy warships and also a 
large number of E-boats, escort 
vessels, minesweepers and other 
auxiliaries. British action has 
been predominantly responsible 
for sinking during this period 315 
merchant ships aggregating 835,- 
000 tons. 

In the same period 7677 officers 
and men of the Royal Navy and 
about 4200 merchant navy officers 
and men have lost their lives on 
British ships. 

This last, however, does not at 
all represent the total war sacri- 
fice to date of our merchant sea- 
men, because matters have im- 
proved very much lately. Since the 
beginning of the war the propor- 
tion of merchant seaman hailing 
from these islands alone who have 
been lost at sea on their vital duty | 
has been about one-fifth of the. 
average number engaged in this 
service. | 

The total personnel, officers and | 
men, of the Royal Navy lost since 
the war started is just over 30) 
per cent of its prewar strength, | 
the figures being 41,000 killed out | 
of 133,000, which was its total | 
strength on the outbreak of war. 
Since Jan. 1, 1943, ships of the 


Royal Navy have bombarded the 
enemy coast on 716 occasions. In 


the same period we have lost in| ‘¢ 


action or had disabled for more 


than one year — serious disable- 


ments—95 ships of war, 


38,300 British Flyers 
Killed in Raiding Europe. 


Turning to the air, the honor |- 


of bombing Berlin has fallen al- 
most entirely to us. Up to the 
present we have delivered the 
main attack upon Germany, 
Excluding Dominion and Allied 
squadrons working with the R. A. 
F., British Islanders have’ lost 
38,300 pilots and aircrews killed 
and 10,400 missing and over 10,000 
aircraft, 

‘Since the beginning of the war 
they have made nearly 900,000 
sorties in the North European 
theater, 

As for the army, the British 
army was little more than a po- 
lice force in 1930, yet they have 
fought in every part of the world 
—in Norway, France, Holland, 
Belgium, Egypt, Eritrea, Abys- 
sinia, Somaliland, Madagascar, 
Syria, North Africa, Persia, Sicily, 
Italy, Greece, Crete, Burma, Ma- 
laya, Hongkong. 

I cannot now in this speech at- 
tempt to describe these many cam- 
paigns so infinitely varied in their 
characteristics, but history will 
record how much the contribution 
of our soldiers has been beyond 
all proportion to the available 
man power of these islands. 

The Anglo-American air at- 
tack on Germany must be re- 
garded as our chief offensive ef- 
fort at the present time. Until 
the middle of 1943 we had by far 
the largest force in action, As a 
result of enormous transporta- 
tions across the Atlantic which 
have been made in 1943, the 
United States bomber force in 
this island now begins to sur- 
pass our own and will soon be 
substantially greater still, I re- 
joice to say. 

The efforts of the two forces fit 
well together, and according to 
all past standards each effort is 
in itself prodigious. 

Let me take the last example. 
During 48 hours beginning at 3 
a. m., Feb. 20, four great raids 
were made upon Germany. The 
first began against Leipzig the 
night of Feb. 19-20 by the R.A. F. 
when nearly 1000 machines were 
dispatched, of which 79 were lost 
On Sunday morning a tremendous 
American raid nearly 1000 strong, 
escorted by an even greater num- 
ber of fighters—American and 
British, but mostly American—set 
out for German towns, including 
Leipzig, in broad daylight. 


British Advance Forays 
Scattered Enemy Fighters. 


Losses in this raid were greatly 
reduced by the fact that enemy 
fighters had been scattered be- 
forehand by British operations 
the night before. Fighters de- 
scended at bases other than their 


own and could not be so readily 


handled. In the ensuing action 
the full effect of American pre- 
cision bombing was therefore 
realized. Following hard on this 
night, Feb. 20-21, another British 
raid was delivered, this time on 
Stuttgart, and again in very 
great strength, some 600 to 700. 
The effect of the preceding 24 
hours of bombing relieved this 
third raid to a large extent. And 
finally the American force went 
out Monday again on a big scale 
and drove home in a most effec- 
tive manner our joint air gu- 
periority over the enemy. : 

Taken together these four 
raids in which over 9000 tons 
of bombs were dropped on Ger- 
many by the two Allies consti- 
tuted the most violent attack 
yet made upon Germany. They’ 
also proved the value of satura- 
tion in every aspect of air war. 

That aspect will steadily in- 
crease as our forces develop 
and as the American force 
comes into its full scope and 
scale. The spring and summer 
will see a vast increasé in the 
force of the attack directed 
upon all military objectives in 
Germany and German-occupied 
countries. 

Long range bombing from 
Italy will also penetrate the 
southern part of Germany. 

We look for great restriction 
and dislocation of the entire Ger- 
man munitions supply, no matter 
how far the factories are with- 
drawn. In addition, the precision 
of American daylight attacks is 
giving exceptional results upon 
particular points, not only in clear 
daylight but now with the devel- 
opment of navigational raids, 
through clouds. 

The whole of this air offensive 
constitutes the foundation on 
which our plans for overseas 
invasion stand in the scales, and 
the degrees of attack will reach 
far beyond the dimensions of

The idea that we should fetter 
or further restrict the use of this 
prime instrument for war will not 
be accepted by the governments of 
the Allied nations. The proper 
course for German civilians and 
noncombatants to take is to quit 
the centers of munitions produc- 
tion and take refuge in the coun- 
tryside. We intend to make war 
production in its widest sense in 
all German cities, towns and fac- 
tory centers impossible. 


Retaliation by the enemy has 
so far been modest but we must 
expect it to increase. Hitler has 
great need to exaggerate his 
counterattacks in order to pla- 
cate his formerly deluded popu- 
lation. 

Besides these air attacks 
there is no doubt that the Ger- 
mans are preparing on the 
French shore new means of at- 
tack on this country, either by 
pilotiess aircraft or possibly 
rockets or both on a consider- 
able scale. We have long been 
watching these with the utmost 
vigilance. We are striking at 
all evidence of these prepara- 
tions on every occasion when 
the weather is suitable and to 
the maximum extent possible 
without detracting from the 
strategic offensive against Ger- 
many. An elaborate scheme of 
bombing priorities upon which. 
a large band of highly skilled 
American and British: officers 
are constantly at work in ac- 
cordance with directions of the 
combined Chiefs of Staff in 
Washington has governed our 
action for some tire past. 

It is continually kept up _ to 
date in relation to our strategic 
schemes and aims. I do not be- 
lieve that better machinery could 
be devised. It is always flexible 
enough to allow us to turn aside 
for some particular objective, as 
for instance Sofia, capital of hated 
Bulgaria, Weather of course re- 
mains the final factor in the de- 
cision where each day rr night's 
activiti.s shall be employed, and 
that puts a very great responsibil- 
ity in the hands of the officers 
who actually handle these great, 
enormous masses of aircraft. 

The use of air power also af- 
fects the general war situation by 
the toll which it takes of the 
enemy’s fighter aircraft both by 
day and night; but especially by 
the Americans by day, because 
they have very great actions with 
their formations of Flying For- 
tresses and enemy fighter aircraft. 

Already we have seen the Ger- 
man air program concentrate 
mainly on fighters, thus indicat- 
ing how much they have been 
thrown on the defensive in. the 
air. Now, this new German fight- 
er strength is being remorselessly 
worn down both in the air and:in 
the factories, which are the .ob- 
ject of continual attack. 

Every opportunity is and will 
be sought by us to force the en- 
emy. to expend and exhaust his 
fighter aircraft strength. 

Our ‘production of aircraft; 
fighters and bombers, judged 
by every possible test, already 
far exceeds the Germans’. Rus- 
sian production is about equal 
to ours and American produc- 
tion alone is double or treble 
German production. 

When I speak of production I 
mean not only that of aircraft, 
not only that of machines, but of 
all that vast organization—train- 
ing schools and auxiliary services 
which minister to our power— 
without whose efficiency airpower 
could not manifest itself, 

What the experience of Ger- 
many will be when her fighter 
defense has been almost complete- 
ly eliminated and our aircraft can 
go all over Germany by day or 
night with nothing to fear but 
flak has yet to be seen. 


Japan’s Air Power 
Being Overmatched. 


The same is true of the air 
power of Japan. That also is be- 
ing overmatched and worn down 
and production is incomparably 
small compared to that of the 
great powers whom Japan has as- 
sailed. 

Whereas on former occasions 


when I have addressed the House 
and tried to give a general pic- 


— 


ture of the war in its scale struc- 
ture and proportion I have always 
set the war against the U-boat 
menace in the forefront, I delib- 
erately. on this occasion give 
primacy to the great developments 
in air power which have been 
achieved and which are to be ex- 
pected. This air power was the 
weapon which both marauding 


states selected as their main tool 
of conquest. This was the sphere 
in which they were to triumph. 

This was the method by which 
nations were to be subjected to 
their rule. ; 

I shall not moralize further 
than to say there is strange and 
stern justice in the long swing of 


events, 


Bad Weather and Heavy Nazi Forces 
Delay Advance of Allied Armies in Italy 


Our other great joint Anglo- 
American offensive is in Italy. 
Many. people have been disap- 
pointed with progress there since 
the capture of Naples in October. 
This has been due to extremely 
bad weather ,which marks the 
winter in a supposedly sunshiny 
land and which this year has been 
worse than usual. Secondly, it is 
because the Germans bit by bit 
have been drawn into Italy.and 
have decided to make extreme ex- 
ertions for retention of the city 
‘of Rome. 


In October they began to move 
a number of divisions southward 
from the valley of the Po and 
construct a winter line south of 
Rome in order to confront and 
delay the advance of the Fifth 
and Eighth armies and their Gen. 
Alexander, | 

We were therefore committed to 
a frontal advance in an extreme- 
ly mountainous country which 
gave every advantage to the de- 
fense. All rivers flow at right 
angles to our march and violent 
rains often turn these rivers in 
a few hours into raging torrents, 
thus sweeping away all military 
bridges drawn across them and 
sometimes leaving part of the as- 
saulting force committed to at- 
tack on far side and beyond reach 
of immediate support. 


In addition to these difficulties 
there has been need to built up 
large supplies of stores and ve- 
hicles of all kinds in Italy. And 
also a strategic air force which is 
being developed for an attack on 
Southern Germany made extreme- 
ly large priority inroads on our 
transportation ard especially 
those forms of - transportation 
most in demand. An immense 
amount of work has been done 
and results will be apparent later 
on, 


British Army in Italy 
Much the Larger. 


Among the Allies we have much 
the larger army in Italy. The 
American. air force in the Medjter- 
ranean, on the ‘other hand, is 
larger than the British, and the 
two. together possess enormous su- 
periority quantitatively, and also 
we. believe. qualitatively, over the 
enemy. ) 


We have. also complete com- 
mand of the sea, where an Amer- 
ican squadron is actively working 
with the British fleet. Such be- 
ing the position, many people 
wonder why it was not possible to 
make a large amphibious turning 
movement either on the western or 
eastern side of Italy to. facilitate 
the forward march of our armies. 


Need for. this was of course 
obvious to the commanders, Brit- 
ish and American, but the prac- 
ticability of carrying it into effect 
depended -upon the fleet being 
properly fitted in with the gen- 
eral Allied program of the year. 
This program comprises larger 
issues and forces than those with 
which we are concerned in Italy. 
Difficulties which hitherto ob- 
structed action were removed at 
conferences at Carthage at Christ- 
mas and at Marakesh in Janu- 
ary. 2 

The plans were approved by the 
President of the United States 
and the combined chiefs of staff 
in supreme direction of the war 
in the first week of January. 
Preparations had already been be- 
gun in anticipation of surmount- 
ing the final difficulties and Jan. 
22 was fixed as the zero date by 
Gen, Alexander, on whom rests 
direct responsibility for fighting 
the battle. 

It was certainly no light matter 
to launch this large army of 
40,000 to 50,000 with all the un- 
certainties of winter weather and 


all the unknowable strength of 


the enemy’s fortifications — to 
launch it upon the seas. 

The operation itself was a model 
of combined working. The land- 
ing was virtually unopposed, but 
subsequent events did not take the 
course which had been hoped or 
planned. 

In the upshot we got a great 
army ashore equipped with masses 
of artillery, tanks and very many 
‘thousands of vehicles, and our 
troops, moving inland, came into 
contact with the enemy. 


The German reactions to this 
descent have been remarkable, : 
Hitler has apparently resolved 
to defend Rome with the same 
obstinacy which h® showed at 
Stalingrad, in Tunisia and re- 
cently in the Dnieper Bend, No 
fewer than seven extra German 
divisions were brought rapidly 
down from France, Northern 
Italy and from Yugoslavia and 
a determined attempt has been 
made to destroy the bridgehead 
and drive us into the sea. 


Battles of prolonged and intense 
fierceness have been fought. At 
the same time the American and 
British Fifth Army to the south- 
ward was pressing forward with 
all its strength, and another bat- 
tle is raging there on both fronts. 
There has been in the last week 
most severe and continuous eeén- 
gagements, very full accounts of 
which have been given every day 
in the press and official commu- 
niques. 

Up to the present moment the 
enemy has sustained very heavy 
losses but has not shaken the re- 
sistance of the bridgehead army. 
These forces.are well matched, 
though we are definitely stronger 
in artillery and armor and of 
course when weather is favorable 
our airpower plays an immense 
part, 


Gen. Alexander has probably 
seen more fighting against the 
Germans than any living British 
commander, unless it be Gen. 
Freyberg, who is also in the 
fray. Alexander says the bitter- 
ness and flerceness of the fight- 
ing now going on both in the 
bridgehead and on the Cassino 
front surpasses all his previous 
experience. He even uses in one 
message to me the word “ter- 
rific.”. On the. Southern Cassino 
front British, American, Do- 
minion, Indian, French and 
Polish troops are fighting side 
by side in noble comradeship. 
Their leaders are confident of 
final success. 


I can say no more than what I 
have said, for I would not attempt 
to venture any over-confident pre- 
dictions, but their leaders are con- 
fident and the troops are in the 
highest spirit of offensive vigor. 


On the broad grounds of: strat- 
egy Hitler’s decision to send into 
the south of Italy as many as 18 
divisions, involving, with their 
maintenance troops, probably 
something like a half-million Ger- 
mans, andehis decision there in 
Italy to make a large secondary 
front is not unwelcome to the 
Allies. 

We must fight the Germans 
somewhere in this war unless we 
are to stand still and watch the 
Russians. 

This wearing battle in Italy oc- 
cupies troops which cannot be 
employed in other greater opera- 
tions and it igs an effective pre- 
lude to them, We have sufficient 
forces at our disposal in Africa 
to nourish the struggle as fast as 
they can be transported across 
the Mediterranean. 


Cites Last Year’s Delay 
at Kasserine Pass. 


The weather is likely to im- 


prove as spring approaches, and 
as the skies clear Allied air power 


The principle which had obvi- 
ously been followed between two 
allies working together as close- 
ly as we and the. United States 
is that the nationality of the 
commander should in general 
follow the majority of troops in 
any theater. 


In Gens. Maitland Wilson and 


is Alexander we have at once the 
}; Supreme commander in the Medi- 


terranean and the fighting head 
of the Army in Italy. We and 
our American ally have full confi- 
dence in these officers, under 
whom United States Gen. Devers 
and Gen. Clark—that most darin 
and gallant leader of the Fifth 
Army — are the corresponding 
American chiefs. 


In Britain on the other hand, 


*| where forces are being assembled 


for future operations of the great- 
est magnitude, Gen. Eisenhower, 
with whom we have worked so 
long, so happily and so success- 
fully has been placed at the sum- 
mit of the war direction with Air 
Chief Marshall Tedder as his dep- 
uty, and with his brilliant United 
States chief of staff, trusty Gen. 
Bedell Smith. 

These are the central figures in 
this command under whom many 


distinguished commanders, Brit- 
ish and American, are serving in- 
cluding Gen. Montgomery, and 
these officers will when the time 
comes and in accordance with the 
engagement that has been made, 
lead our armies to the liberation 
of Europe. 

As certain statements have 
been made in America—unoffi- 
cial statements—about the rela- 
tive strength of armies to be em- 
ployed from here, I think it nec- 
essary to state that British and 
American armies at the outset 
of the struggle will be approxi- 
mately equal, but that if its 
duration is prolonged the contin- 
uous inflow of Americans, built 
up at an enormous rate, will nat- 
urally give them superiority in 
numbers, which would expect 
from the great resources and 
man power which they dispose 
and which they desire above all 
things to bring as speedily as 
possible into contact with the 
enemy. 

Therefore it is right that the 
supreme command should go to 
the United States. 

I would turn aside one moment 
to emphasize how perfect is the 
co-operation in the British and 
American armies. Nothing like it 
ever has been seen before between 
allies. No doubt language is a 
great help, but there is more in it 
than that. In almost all previous 
alliances the staffs have worked 


Siwith their opposite numbers in 


each department, with liaison of- 
ficers and so on, but in Africa 
Gen, Eisenhower built up a uni- 
form staff in which every place 
was filled with whoever was 
thought to be best man and they 
all ordered each other about ac- 
cording to their rank without the 
slightest regard to what country 
they belonged. 

The same unity and brotherhood 
are being instituted here through- 
out the forces which are gather- 
ing in this country. I cannot doubt 
it will be found most serviceable 
and unique also in all the history 
of alliances, 


Allies and Conquered Peoples United 
By Common Principle—Hatred of Nazis 


I must now turn from actual 
military operations to the Euro- 
pean political scene, which in- 
fluences all military affairs so 
vehemently planned. In this pres- 
ent war of so many nations 
against Nazi tyranny there has at 
least been a common principle at 
work throughout Europe and 
among conquered peoples — their 
unity of hatred and desire to re- 
volt against the Germans, such as 
has never been known against any 
race before. 


The penalties of Nazi defeat are 
vital. After the blinding flash of 
catastrophe, the stunning blow, 
the gaping wounds there comes 
an onset of diseases of defeat. The 
central principle of a nation’s life 
is broken and all health and nor- 
mal control vanishes. There’ are 
few societies that can withstand 
the conditions of subjugation. In- 
domitable patriots take different 
parts. Quislings and collaboration- 
ists of all kinds abound. Guerrilla 
leaders, each with their personal 
followers, quarrel and fight. There 
are already in Greece and Yugo- 
slavia factions engaged in civil 
war one with another and ani- 
mated by hatreds more fierce 
than those which should be for 
the common foe. 


Among all these varied forces 
the German oppressor develops 
his intrigues with typical ruth- 
lessness and merciless cruelty. 
It is hard enough to understand 
the politics of one’s own coun- 
try. It is almost impossible to 
understand those of foreign 
countries. The sanest and saf- 
est course for ts to follow is to 
judge all parties and factions 
dispassionately by the test of 
their readiness and ability to 
fight the Germans and thus 
lighten the burden of Allied 
troops. This is not a time for 
ijeological preferences for one 
side or the other and certainly 
we, His Majesty’s Government, 
have not indulged ourselves in 
this way at all. 

Thus in Italy we are working 
for the present to aid the Govern- 
ment of the King. and Badoglio. 
In Yugoslavia we give aid to Tito. 
In Greece, in spite of fact that 
a British officer was murdered 
by the guerrilla organization 
ELLAE, we are doing our utmost 
to bring about a reconciliation or 
at least a working agreement be- 
tween the opposing factions, 


I would say a. word or two about 
each of these unhappy countries. 
I wish to show, first of all, the 
principle which should govern us 
and which we are certainly fol- 
lowing. 

We signed the Italian armistice 
on the basis of unconditional sur- 
render with King Victor Emman- 
uel and Marshal Badoglio, who 
were and up to present are the 
legitimate government of Italy. 
On their authority the Italian 
Navy, not without risk and loss, 
surrendered to us, and practically 
all Italian troops°and airmen who 
were not dominated by the Ger- 
mans also obeyed the orders they 
received from the Crown. 

Since then these Italian forces 
have co-operated with us to the 
best of their ability, Nearly 1100 
Italian ships of war are discharg- 
ing valuable services in the Medi- 
terranean and the Atlantic. Ital- 
ian troops have entered the front 
line in Italy, and though on one 
occasion they suffered severe cas- 
ualties they continue to fight 
alongside our men. Very much 
larger numbers are engaged in in- 
dispensable services to the Allied 
armies behind the front. Italian 
airmen are also fighting on our 
side. 


The battle for Italy, for rea- 


| sons I have already explained, 


will be hard and long. I am not 
yet convinced that any other 
government can be formed at 
the present time in Italy which 
would command the same obedi- 


ence from the Italian armed 
forces, 


Should we succeed in the pres- 
ent battle and enter Rome—as 
I trust and believe we shall— 
we shall be free to review the 
whole Italian political position 
and we shall do so with many 
advantages which we do not pos- 
sess at the present time. It is 
from Rome that a more broad- 
ly based Italian government can 
best be formed, Whether such 
a government—and I throw this 
out as a thought — will be as 
helpful to the Allies as the pres- 
ent dispensation I cannot tell, 
It might of course be a govern- 
ment which would try to make 
its position good with the Ital- 
lan people by resisting as much 
as they dare the demands made 
upon them by the Allied armies, 


I should be sorry, however, to 
See an unsettling change made at 
a time when the battle is at its 
climax, swaying to and fro, When 
you have to hold a hot coffee pot 
it is better not to break off the 
handle until you are sure that you 
can get another equally conveni- 
ent and serviceable, or at least 
that you will find a dishcloth 
handy. 

Representatives of the various 
Italian parties who assembled a 
fortnight ago at Bari are of course 
eager to become the Government 
of Italy. They will have of course 
no electoral authority and no con- 
stitutional authority until the pres- 
ent King either abdicates or he or 
his successor invites them to take 
office. 

It is by no means certain that 
they would have effective author- 
ity over the Italian armed forces 
now fighting with us. 

Italy lies prostrate in her miser- 
ies and her disasters. Food is 
scarce. Shipping to bring it is 
voraciously absorbed by the ever- 
expanding military operations. I 
think we have gained 12 million 
tons this year yet the shortage 
continues because our great opera- 
tions absorb every ship as it comes 
and the movement of food ig dif- 
ficult. 

It would be a mistake to sup- 
pose that the kind of political con- 
ditions or forces exist in Italy such 
have worked so happily in the un- 
beaten lands and in the countries 
that had not been shattered by 
war or stifled by a prolonged peri- 
od of Fascist rule, 

We shall see much more clearly 
how to proceed and have much 
more varied resources at our dis- 
posal if and when we are in pos- 
session of the capital city. The 
policy therefore which His Maj- 
esty’s Government have agreed on 
provisionally with the Government 
of the United States is to win the 
battle for Rome and take a new 
view when we are there. 


Magnificent Resistance 
in Yugoslavia, Greece. 


On the other side of the Adri- 
atic in the vast mountain regions 
of Yugoslavia, Albania and 
Greece, an area of perhaps 800 


miles from north to south and 


300 to 400 miles from east to west, 
a magnificent resistance to the 
German invaders is in full and 
violent progress. 

With the surrender of Italy, 
with which I think Britain had 
something to do, having fought 
the Italians since the summer 
1940, with that surrender 62 Italian 
divisions ceased to be a hostile 
fighting factor. Forty-three were 
disbanded and enslaved, apparent- 
ly without any of the safeguards 
which attach to prisoners of war, 
by the Germans. Ten were dis- 
banded by guerrillas in the Bal- 
kans and nine which were sta- 
tioned in South Italy or in Sar- 
dinia and Corsica came over to 
the Allies. 

Confronted with this situation, 
Hitler decided to reinforce the 
Balkan peninsula heavily, and at 
present time no fewer than 20 


German divisions are eng in 
the Balkans. That is to say there 
are 25 German divisions in Italy, 
of which 18 are in the present 
battle in front of Rome, and an- 
other 20 over the vast area of 
the Balkans. They might be worse 
employed. 

In Yugoslavia, in spite of the 
most ferocious and murderous 
cruelties and reprisals perpetrated 
by the Germans both against host- 
ages and village populations, in- 
cluding women and children, the 
Partisan forces have the upper 
hand, 

The Germans hold the principal 
towns and try to keep the rail- 
ways working. They can march 
their columns hither and thither 
about the country, they own the 
ground they stand on but nothing 
else; all the rest belongs to the 
valiant Partisans, 

German losses have been very 
heavy and as far as actual fight- 
ing is concerned have greatly ex- 
ceeded the losses of the Partisans, 
But the killing of hostages and 
civillang In cold blood adds to the 
Germans’ score; and it adds to our 
score against the Germans, 

In Yugoslavia two main forces 
are in the field. First there are 
guerrilla bands under Gen, Mi- 
hailovic. These are the first to 
take the field and represent to a 
certain extent the forces of old 
Serbia. For some time after the 
defeat of Yugoslav armies these 
forces maintained guerrilla war+ 
fare. We were not able to send 
any ald or supplies except a few 
droppings from airplanes. The 
Germans retaliated for any guer 
rilla activity by shooting batches 
of 400 and 500 people together in 
Belgrade. 

Gen. Mihailovic, I much regret 
to say, drifted gradually into @ 
position where some of his com- 
Manders made accommodations 
with Italian and German troops, 
which resulted in tkeir being left 
alone in certain mountain areas 
and in return doing nothing or 
very little against the enemy. 


Praises Good Work 
of Tito’s Partisans. 


However, a new and far more 
formidable champion appeared on 
the scene. In the autumn of 1941 
Marshal Tito’s Partisans began a 
wild and furious war for exist- 
ence against the Germans, and 
they wrested weapong from Ger- 
man hands. They grew in nume- 
bers rapidly. No reprisals how- 
ever bloody, whether of hostages 
or villages, deterred them. For 
them it was death or freedom. 
Soon they began to inflict heavy 
injuries on the Germans and be 
came masters of wide regions. 
led with great skill and organized 
on the guerrilla principle,. they 
were at once elusive and deadly. 
They were here, they were there, 
they were everywhere, 

Large-scale offensives have 
been launched against thém by 
the Germans, but in every case the 
Partisans, even when surrounded, 
escaped after inflicting great loss 
and toil upon the enemy. 

The Partisan: movement soon 
outstripped in numbers the forces 
of Gen. Mihailovic. Not only 
Croats and Slovenes but large 
numbers of Scrbians joined with 
Marshal Tito, and he has at this 
moment more than a quarter of 
a million men with him and large 
quantities of arms taken from the 
enemy or from the Italians. These 
men are organized, without losing 
their guerrilla qualities, into a 
considerable number of divisions 
and corps. The whole movement 
has taken shape and form with- 


out losing its guerrilla qualities, 
without which it could not possibly 
succeed, These forces are at this 
moment holding in check no few- 
er than 14 out of 20 German divi- 
sions in the Balkan Peninsula. 

Around and within these herole 
forces a national and unifying 
movement hag developed. Com- 
munist elements had the honor of 
being the beginners, but as the 
movement has increased in 
strength and numbers a modify- 
ing and unifying process has tak- 
en place and national conceptions 
have supervened, In Marshal Tito 
the Partisans have found an out- 
standing leader, glorious in the 
fight for freedom. Unhappily, 
perhaps inevitably, these new 
forces came into collision with 
those under Gen. Mihailovic. 
Their activities upset his com- 
manders’ accommodations with 
the enemy. . He endeavored to 
suppress them. 

Many tragic fights took place 
and bitter feuds sprang up be 
tween men of the same race and 
country, whose misfortunes were 
due only to common foe. At the 
present time the followers of Mar- 
shal Tito outnumber many fold 
those of Gen. Mihailovic who acts 
under the name of the Royal Yu- 
gosiav government. 

Of course the Partisans of Mar- 
shal Tito are the only people who 
are doing any effective fighting 
against the Germans now. For a 
long time past I have taken par- 
ticular interest in Marshal Tito’s 
movement and have tried and am 
trying by every means to bring 
him help. 

A young friend of mine, an Ox- 
ford don, Capt. Deakin, now L4&. 
Col. Deakin, D. S. O., entered Yu- 
gosiavia by parachute nearly a 
year ago and was for eight 
months at Marshal Tito’s head- 


quarters. 

On one occasion they were both 
wounded by the same bomb and 
became friends. From Col. Dea- 
kin we derived a lively picture of 
oa whole struggle and its person 
nel. 

Last autumn we sent a larger 
mission under Brig. MacLean, 
member for Lancaster, he having 
joined the Foreign Secretary and 
me at Cairo to report, He has now 
entered Yugoslavia by parachute. 

I can assure the House that 
every effort in our power will be 
made to aid and sustain Marshal 
Tito and his gallant bands. The 
Marshal sent me a message dur- 
ing my illness and I have since 
been in constant and agreeable 
correspondence with him. 

We intend to back him with all

Remember the oblique oysters, the 
self-styled isolationists, who only a few 
short years ago testily demanded why- 
inell we wanted to stick our necks out 
for Danzig? To perdition with the Poles, 
Czechs, Serbs and the other furriners! 
Well, if any of you have forgotten 
these rabid nationalists or disposed of 
them with a sigh of good riddance, look 
again. These Fascist fellow-travelers are 
now singing a different tune; they’re so 
terribly, so grievously concerned with 
the predicament of little Finland; they’re 
all wrought up and distraught over the 
ultimate fate of Poland, Lithuania, Ruma- 
nia and all the rest of the buffer lands.

their 100 per cent American doorsteps.

But for whom is all this milk of 
‘human kindness being spilled?, Just 
who are the real beneficiaries of this 
Atender regard? Is it the grass-eating 
‘Serb, Slovene or Croat who so valorous- 
“ly defends the mountains and gorges of 
“Yugoslavia? Not on your life! Their 
concern is entirely with seeing to it that 
King Peter and his royal entourage— 
scheming, plotting and living off the fat 
of the Nile—get another chance to ex- 
ploit, divide and oppress their unhappy 
homeland. 

How many sleepless nights do our Fas- 
cist breed toss away over the starving 
Jew in Warsaw's ghetto or the plun- 
Gered, whip-lashed peasant of Pinsk? 
No, their thumb-holding and wishful 
thinking is all with the chauvinistic me- 
‘dieval Polish colonels, landholders and 
despots comfortably established in Lon- 
don, where they bite their nails while 
Poland slowly regains liberation through 
the co-operation of a Polish underground 
over which it has not the slightest con- 
trol and the fighting Red Army. 

Then there is dear little Finland; you 
know, the country that always paid its 
World War I debts. Do you suppose that 
little Finn blown from his cradle in a 
Helsinki bombing gets any sympathy, 
or the ex-herdsman who freezes his feet 
off, holding the line at Viipuri? It 
doesn’t matter that nations are made up 
“of 99 per cent of little people like them; 
the main thing is to keep the right sort 
in the saddle. In Finland, that can 
mean only “Butch” Mannerheim and 
the ruling clique of robber barons of 
which he is the main stem.

Though “neutral” Spain’s population is 
even worse off than many parts of occu- 
pied Europe, though the jails are over- 
flowing with political prisoners and the 
streets of Madrid crawl with beggars, 
all that is of no consequence. Long live 
Franco... for he is a man of intense 
religion and, without a doubt, saved 
Hispania from “Communism.” 


When Allied might cracked Fascism’s : 


armor in Italy, the chips that fell away 
regenerated into adaptable facsimiles of 
democracy. To the amazement of a lot 
of people, the Italian masses, despite, or 
perhaps because of, qa quarter-century of 
dictatorship, completely refused to be 
satisfied with facsimiles; they insisted 
on the real McCoy. 

So the suave effort to foist the little 
King, Badoglio and the rest of their ilk 
on the Italians has met with stubborn re-. 


sistance. What’s more to the immediate 


need of the moment, it has lost us the 
guerrilla aid and fighting support which 
would have greatly smoothed our rocky 
road to Rome. 


As for Russia, despite the squeaking 
of Fascist fry here and there, the So- 
viet Union inexorably and _ willynilly 
emerges as the century’s miracle nation 
and a power to be reckoned with from 
here on out. Russia has the sympathetic 
interest, good wishes and admiration of 
sane, liberal and democratic people in 
this country and around the globe. To 
our everlasting good fortune and in the 
cause of stabilized peace, such people 
are preponderantly in the majority. 

This brings us to the inevitable page 
in today’s history book which reaction- 
ary elements and Fascist-minded folk in 
all lands are vainly trying to keep from 
being written. World War II in every 
sense of the term has developed into a 
“people’s war”; thanks to Hitler, a total 
war with no precisely drawn front lines 
and with no distinction as to class, color, 
_creed or previous condition of servitude. 
Just as surely as the people in each 
country are fighting and winning this 
war, so will their voices rise unstilled in 
deciding for themselves exactly what 
kind of peace will follow.

Extension of Draft Age 


Members of the House Military Affairs Com- 
mittee have countered the proposal that the draft 
age be lowered to 17 with the suggestion that 
men past 38 and up to 45 years of age be called 
up for limited duty in the armed forces. This 
proposal, following the drastic Army order cut- 
ting short the training period of approximately 
110,000 young men in the specialized college 
training program, emphasizes the need for a 


- constant ‘supply of: new. man power. 


There are good reasons why more men are 
needed. The armed forces have not yet reached 
the full strength which the leaders of our 
wat effort have set as the objective. In 
normal course, and especially now that we are 
engaged in aggressive land, sea and air actions, 
large numbers are being temporarily or perma- 
nently rendered unfit for further action. The 
building up of reserves for the great invasion of 
Europe is in process. 

In announcing curtailment of the specialized 
training program, the army pointed out that 
200,000 men were needed so urgently that it was 
not possible to wait for these to be supplied 
through the routine of selective service. It be- 
came necessary to shift young men already in 
uniform from the classrooms and college cam- 
puses to the army training camps. The draft 
has been slowed because many local boards have 
reached the point where they are able to fill 
their quotas only by calling up the young fa- 
thers. 

There is good reason to defer as long as pos- 


‘ sible the taking of fathers, especially those with 


several small children. The unmarried men and 
those without children in the group between 38 
and 45 certainly could be useful for non-combat 
duties, and thereby could relieve many younger 
men for action at the front, There is no good 
reason why those who are physically fit should 
not be used. They can be called without any 
change in the selective service law. 

It should be. noted here that the man-power 
situation would not be so urgent if the young 
women had responded as it was hoped they would 
to the call for voluntary enlistment in the auxili- 
ary services. There are many patriotic women 
serving their country as Wacs, Waves, Spars and 
Marines, but not nearly enough, These services 
are begging for volunteers.

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Making It Easier to Vote 
New voters will welcome the Election Board's 
decision. to provide for registration on a date to 
be announced later in each of the city’s 784 voting 


‘precincts. This will make it convenient for quali- 


fied persons not already registered to enroll as 
voters in order to participate in this year’s im- 
portant elections. : 

This arrangement should meet the situation 
described by labor leaders who had asked that 
registration booths be established tn the larger 
war plants.

Paul Wittgenstein, fighting in the Austrian 
Army in the First World War, lost his right 
arm. What injury could be more devastating to 
a concert pianist?

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Needed: Master Plan Mindedness 


Santayana’s definition of fanaticism—“redou- 
bling our zeal as we lose sight of our aim”’— 
must not come to apply to any of the various 
approaches to the task* of preparing St. Louis 
for a major role in the aviation future of the 
nation. For example, obstructionists could use 


Joseph Muldoon’s letter to Acting Postmaster_ 
Dickmann as an argument against the Columbia 


Bottoms site, forgetting that any master airport 
plan includes smaller metropolitan fields which 
will make shuttle service feasible. 

Mr. Muldoon, as chief of air-mail service in 
this area, is arguing for speedier handling of 
that mai] by building a major airport as close 
as possible to the downtown district. The Munic- 
ipal .Airport Commission igs working toward the 
same end, but as a component part of the over-all 
problem. What is that problem? 

We need three major fields in the metropolitan 
area: a cargo field, two passenger and transport 
fields—one of them (Columbia Bottoms) to han- 
dle distance traffic, We need 20 or 30 smaller net- 
work fields, radially located to encourage private 
flying, facilitate shuttié™service for mail and pas- 
sengers, accommodate feeder lines and provide 
garage and parking space for the 20,000 to 25,000 
private planes experts believe will be owned in 
this area by 1950. 

Both Federal and municipal projects will be 
needed to finance these essentials to holding and 
developing our trade area, since they will become 
as integral a part of the community’s economic 
life as bridges and highways. Any program.that 
does not embrace all such needs, and recommend 
the employment by the city government of the 
right kind of engineer to put it into effect, will 
be tackling a steam-shovel task with a teaspoon. 

With regard to the problem of small down- 
town fields with runways 200 to 300 feet wide 
and 1500 feet long, an airman’s eye is caught 
by the cleared riverfront Memorial area, 3660 
by 960 feet, where wind is deflected by a bank of 
buildings and a one-direction north-south land- 
ing strip could be at once a beauty spot and a 
public utility; the blighted residential and com- 
mercial area just north of the business section; 
Mill Creek Valley, which might be covered over 
with a carrier-like steel deck and second deck 
as Oliver Parks and Charles Ellaby suggest. 

It must be remembered that the suggestions 
of these men and others interested in a master 
plan are recommendations. only, prelude to inten- 
sive study of costs and locations which must be 
made by an expert in the field. 

No one contributes to the job ahead if he con- 
siders only one phase of it, ds Mr. Muldoon has 
seemed to do. His warning that St. Louis is far 
behind other Midwestern cities in the develop- 
ment of aviation facilities is he]pful and timely. 
The air-mail angle must, however, be considered 
in its relation to a master plan.

The Courage to Tax 
President Roosevelt’s veto, throwing the tax 
bill back into the lap of Congress, will test wheth- 
er the House will repeat by a two-thirds majority 


the mistake it has already made by a simple 


majority. 

Mr. Roosevelt says, in substance, that the action 
of Congress with respect to taxes is incompetent. 
The revenue which the bill would provide is 
barely one-fourth of the 10% billions requested 
by the President and Secretary of the Treasury 
Morgenthau. The White House is unwilling to 
accept any such fractional discharge of Congress’ 
responsibilities. 

For the second time in less than a month, 
Congress, facing an issue in which moral courage 
was required, hag displayed inadequacy, and it 
has been up to the President to supply the %tam- 
ina which a few more legislators should be 
exerting on their own account.

What the Italian Liberation Committee offers 
the Allies, in presenting a program for a new 
anti-Fascist government which was presumably 
worked out at the Bari conference, is a chance 
to expiate our grievous political mistake in adopt- 
ing Badoglio and the little King. 


Our reasoning is false if our leadership receives 


this proposal as a supplication; a seeking’ of 
power by the powerless. If we have rejected the 
Hitler-haunted concept that might makes right, 
then we cannot in fairness use our dominance 
to judge the Italian case as nations in a posi- 
tion to grant a favor. Its merits must be decided 
more honorably. The United States and Britain 
are nations in a position, instead, to right a 
wrong, to rebuild the rocking confidence of pop- 
ular forces throughout the world.

First President's mind was “great and powerful,” but slow to act, 
his Secretary of State wrote; found him doubtful that our form of 
government would endure; viewed Constitution as experiment in 
trusting men with liberty; was determined it should have fair trial. 


A Letter by Thomas Jefferson to Dr. Walter Jones; From “The Complete 
Jefferson,” Compiled by Saul K. Padover (Duell, Sloan & Pearce, NewYork) 


Jan. 2, 1814. 


I think I knew Gen. Washington in- 
timately and thoroughly; and were I called 


-on to delineate his character, it should be 


in terms like these: 


His mind was great and powerful, with- 
out being of the very first order; his pene- 
tration strong, though rot so acute as that 
Gf a Newton, Bacon, or Locke; and as 
far as he saw, no judgment was ever 
sounder. It was slow in operation, being 
little aided by invention or imagination, 
but sure in conclusion, 


Hence the common remark of his of- 
ficers, of the advantage he derived from 
councila of war where, hearing all sugges- 
tions, he selected whatever was best; and 
certainly no General ever planned his 
battles more judiciously. But if deranged 
during the course of the action, if any 
member of his plan was dislocated by 
sudden circumstances, he was slow in re- 
adjustment. The consequence was that he 
often failed in the field, rarely against an 
enemy in station, as at Boston and York. 


A Man of Inflexible Justice 


He was incapable of fear, meeting per- 
sonal dangers with the calmest unconcern. 
Perhaps the strongest feature in his char- 
acter was prudence, never acting until 
every circumstance, every consideration, 
was maturely weighed; refraining if he 
saw a doubt, but, when once decided, going 
through with his purpose, whatever ob- 
stacles opposed. 

His integrity was most pure, his justice 
the most inflexible I have ever known, no 
motives of interest or consanguinity, of 
friendship or hatred, being able to bias his 
decision, He was, indeed, in every sense 
of the words, a wise, a good and a great 
man, His temper was naturally high-toned, 
but reflection and resolution had obtained a 
firm and habitual ascendancy over it. If 
ever, however, it broke its bonds, he was 
most tremendous in his wrath. 

In his expenses he was honorable, but 
exact; liberal in contributions to what- 
ever promised utility; but frowning and 
unyielding on all visionary projects, and 
all unworthy calls on his charity. 


His person, you know, was fine, his 
stature exactly what one would wish, his 
deportment easy, erect and noble; the best 
horseman of his age, and the most grace- 
ful figure that could be seen on horseback. 


Not an Extensive Reader 


Although in the circle of his friends, 
where he might be unreserved with safety, 
he took a free share in conversation, his 
colloquia] talents were,not above medi- 
ocrity, possessing neither coplousness of 
ideas, nor fluency of words. In public, 
when called on for a sudden opinion, he 
was unready, short and embarrassed. Yet 
he wrote readily, rather diffusely, in an 
easy and correct style. 

His time was employeft in action chiefly, 
reading little, and that only in agriculture 
and English history. His correspondence 
became necessarily extensive, and, with 
journalizing his agricultural proceedings, 
occupied most of his leisure hours within 
doors. 


On the whole, his character was, in its 
mass, perfect, in nothing bad, in few points 


indifferent; and it may truly be said that 
never did nature and fortune combine 
more perfectly to make a man great, and 
to place him in the same constellation 
with whatever worthies have merited from 
man an everlasting remembrance. 


For his was the singular destiny and 
merit of leading the armies of his country 
successfully through an arduous war, for 
the establishment of its independence; of 
conducting its councils through the birth 
of a government, new in its forms and 
principles, until it had settled down into 
a quiet and orderly train; and of scru- 
pulously obeying the laws through the whole 
of his career, civil and military, of which 
the history of the world furnishes no other 
example. 


His Idea of Constitution 


He has often declared to me that he 
considered our new Constitution as an 
experiment on the. practicability of repub- 
lican government, and with what dose of 
liberty man could be trusted for his own 
good; that he was determined the experi- 
ment should have a fair trial, and would 
lose the last drop of his blood in support 
of it. 

I do believe that Gen. Washington had 
not a firm confidence in the durability of 
our Government. He was naturally dis- 
trustful of men, and inclined to gloomy 
apprehensions, and I was ever persuaded 
that a belief that we must at length end 
in something like a British Constitution 
had some weight in his adoption of the 
ceremonies of levees, birthdays, pompous 
meetings with Congress, and other forms 
of. the same character, calculated to pre- 
pare us gradually for a change which he 
believed possible, and to let it come on 
with as little shock as might be in the 
public mind, 


A Confidant of Washington 


These are my opinions of Gen. Washing- 
ton, which I would vouch at the judgment 
seat of God, having been formed on an 
acquaintance of 30 years. I served with 
him in the Virginia Legislature from 
1769 to the Revolutionary War, and again 
a short time in Congress, until he left us 
to take command of the Army. During 
the war and after it, we corresponded 
occasionally, and in the four years of my 
continuance in the office of Secretary of 
State, our intercourse was daily, confiden- 
tial and cordial. After I retired from that 
office, great and malignant pains were 
taken by our Federal monarchists, and not 
entirely without effect, to make him view 
me as a theorist, holding French principles 
of government, which would lead infallibly 
to licentiousness and anarchy. 


I never saw him afterwards, or these 
malignant insinuations should have been 
dissipated before his just judgment, as the 
mists before the sun. I felt on his death, 
with my countrymen, that “verily a great 
man hath fallen this day in Israel.”

Public Opinion and Its Power 
In Molding Constitutional Law 


“American Constitutional Development.” ty Cari 
Brent Swisher. (Houghton Mifflin Co., Bosten.) 


In 1898, A. V. Dicey, eminent English 
barrister and Vinerian professor of law at 
Oxford, delivered before the Harvard Law 
School a series of lectures entitled “The Re- 
lation Between Law and Public Opinion in 
England.” Published later in book form, 
these lectures had a profound effect on 
the study of law on both sides of the At- 
lantic. It was shown that public opinion 
modifies law not only through legislation 
but also through the changing attitudes of 
Judges. 

Carl Brent Swisher, professor of political 
science at Johns Hopkins, was an infant 
in arms when ‘the Dicey lectures were de- 
livered. When old enough to write books, 
it was no longer necessary for Mr. Swisher 
to prove that public opinion bears a causal 
relationship to law, both statutory and 
judicial. 


His present work of more than 1000 pages 
is not a textbook on American constitution- 
al law, It is a history of ideas, opinions, 
propaganda. It is the most complete study 
yet made of the social, economic and polit- 
ical forces that have molded constitutional 
law in this country. 

Objectively, the most important part of 
constitutional law is the body of judicial 
decisions of the Supreme Court interpret- 
ing, applying and making effective or in- 
effective acts of Congress or of state Legis- 
latures, which are always subject to the 
express or implied limitations of the Fed- 
eral Constitution. Those judicial decisions 
must be studied. They are the finished 
product. But Mr. Swisher assumes that 
social, economic and political forces are 
raw material for the finished product, and 
that the raw material should also be con- 
sidered. He does not apologize for quoting 
Mr. Dooley’s famous comment on American 
jurisprudence: “Th’ Supreme Court follows 
th’ illiction returns.” 

. * * 


Without ignoring the faraway past, Mr. 
Swisher is especially interested in the past 
which is very recent. More than half of 
the book relates to the twentieth century. 
There are 145 pages on the New Deal— 
its effect on legislation and its adjustment 
by the Supreme Court. The current hostil- 
ity of lawyers toward administrative law 
is impartially considered. The remarkable 
action in 1942 of Judge John J. Parker, of 
the Fourth Circuit Court of Appeals, in de 
liberately refusing to follow announced law 
of the Supreme Court in a troublesome 
Jehovah's Witnesses case is advertised, and 
also the final vindication of Judge Parker 
in 1943 by the Supreme Court itself. 

Mr. Swisher is accomplished in the art 
of concise exposition. His condensed but 
adequate treatment of Erie Railroad vs. 
Tomkins, decided in 1938, reveals not only 
his literary style, but also his basic method. 
In this case, the Supreme Court calmly an- 
nounced that its own position on an impor- 
tant matter of everyday litigation, adhered 
to for 96 years, was unconstitutional, Be- 
neath the legalistic arguments of the court, 
it is easy to see that the real reason for 
the reversal was in the domain of what 
American philosophers call “pragmatism,” 
or what English lawyers call “convenience.”

OTS of Americans, not only those of Polish descent, are worried 
about Polish-Soviet relations and already taking sides, generally 
This is probably not to be avoided 


but perhaps it would be a good thing for decent folks to stop a mo- 
ment and analyze the situation before going all out for one of our 


allies against another one, 


The situation is disturbing. Part 
of Poland has been liberated by 
the hard-fighting Soviet armies. 
Yet the bulk of available Polish 
forces are fighting elsewhere and 
the constitutional Polish govern- 
ment, instead of hurrying to Po- 
land, sits in London, unrecog- 
nized by the Soviets. Meanwhile, 
the Soviets have apparently set up 
on Polish territory a committee of 
their own, and they are making 
certain demands on Poland which 
the Poles in London are reluctant 
to grant. This is the spot where 
analysis can fruitfully begin. For 
on close examination the Russian 
demands turn out to be of several 
sorts and—to this writer—of vary- 
ing validity. 


A Tenable Claim. 


1. The Russian claim to terri- 
tories in Eastern Poland is not 
overwhelming, but it is tenable. 
The Poles there were admittedly 
a minority. Furthermore they con- 
stituted a property owning and, in 
some cases, an oppressive minor- 
ity with an antiquated (though 
improving) system of land tenure 
—this last a particularly red rag 
to the Soviet bull. In demanding 
a rectification of frontiers, the 
Russians are not necessarily being 
“imperialistic.” 

This admission is not in any 
sense an excuse for the way the 
Soviets seized the contested terri- 
tory (connivance with Germany) 
nor does it palliate the cruelties 
with which seizure was accom- 
panied, nor lend any validity to 
the post-factum legal mechanism 
adopted for justifying the seizure 
(plebiscites held after deportations 
on a large scale and under Soviet 
military occupation). Yet since 
this occurred before and not after 
Soviet adherence of the Atlantic 
Charter, it does not constitute a 
breach of faith. 

For this reason, the Poles in 
London would, in this writer's 
opinion, do well to accept negotia- 
tion on the basis of the Curzon 
Line, asking for an exception in 
the case of Lwow, an important 
Polish town situated in Ukranian 
country, and for the right to ex- 
change populations. 


A Trustworthy Underground. 


2. Since the Soviets unaided 
are liberating Poland, legitimate 
too is their claim to collaborate in 
Poland only with friendly ele- 
ments of the Polish military un- 
derground. The underground is 
under the control of the Chief of 
Staff, Gen. Sosnkowski, who ad- 
mittedly does not love the Soviets. 
So long as this situation lasts, the 
Soviets seem to this writer justi- 
fied in building up in Poland other 
underground elements whom they 
can militarily trust. 


The Poles in London have the 
choice: Place the existing mili- 
tary underground under officers 
friendly to the Russians or see it 
swept aside unrecognized by the 
Soviet Generals. For any Generals 
in the world would act as the 
Soviet Generals are acting. Dis- 
trusting Gen. de Gaulle, Geh. Eis- 


obvious error in judgment, but 
based on a legitimate regard for 
military security), 


No Rights Over London Poles. 


3. But the Russian right to 
choose their military collaborators 
in Poland is not—in this Writer's 
opinion—the same as the right to 
set up a government on Polish 
soil. That right belongs to ‘the 
entire Polish people—and to them 
alone. The legitimacy of the Pol- 
ish Government in London rests, 
admittedly, on a most undemo- 
cratic constitution. But no other 
Polish group has so good a claim. 
Certainly not a hand-picked Mos- 
cow Committee. 

For the same reason, beyond a 
refusal to deal militarily, the 
Soviets have no rights over the 
Polish President or the Polish 
Cabinet. The claim of Moscow to 
fire London Poles is inadmissible. 
Nothing could justify this but 
Polish co-operation with the en- 
emy. This is emphatically not 
the case, President Raczkiewicz 
and his collaborators are anti- 
German. We can never forget 
that Poland had the opportunity 
to fight on Germany’s side in this 
war and refused it. 

There is no parallel] with the 
American refusal to recognize that 
latest Bolivian Government, for 
the charge against this last is 
that of being favorable to our 
enemies during a war, not of 
being anti-American, 

All over Latin America are rulers 
“unfriendly” to the U. S. A. For us 
to start removing them by ulti- 
matums or violence would, in this 
writer’s eyes, be a reprehensible 
act of arrogance. Germany helped 
bring on World War I by insist- 
ing that France get rid of the 
Foreign Minister, Theophile Del- 
cag@se. Perhaps the only manner 
in which Harry Hopkins or Ma- 
dame Perkins could become uni- 
versally popular in this country 
would be for the British, say, to 
demand their removal. 


Where the Limit Lies. 


A state whose officials can be 
fired by a foreign government has 
ceased to be independent. The 
Soviets can insist that Russian 
Generals will co-operate with the 
Polish underground only on So- 
viet terms. But this should be the 
limit of their interference in Po- 
lish affairs, and the Poles in Lon- 
don should have the right to re- 
fuse, knowing that their acts will 
soon be judged by the liberated 
Polish people. 

This writer disapproves funda- 
mentally of the doctrine of “non- 
interference” in the internal af- 
fairs of “sovereign” states. He 
thinks that—to paraphrase Dr. 
Johnson—"“there are governments 
that deserve the cudgel.” But as 
long as the U. S. A., Britain and 
the U. S. 8, R. claim intangibility 
for themselves, they cannot refuse 
it to Poland. A world in which 
big powers mess about in smaller 
countries without reciprocity is 
explosive with future conflicts. 
The “interference” this writer 
would approve can be the preroga-

The Question of Government Surpluses 


J 


ESSE JONES’ reputation as a prognosticator suffered severely 
when it was found at the start of the war, with sources of supply 
already shut off, that stockpiles of essential materials were almost 


non-existent. It is surprising, therefore, to find him in the role of 
critic on the question of getting ready for the postwar period. 


Appearing before a House com- 
mittee prior to the release of the 
Baruch report on reconversion, he 
said there was too much talk 
about postwar planning. It was 


necessary to get the war over with 
first, he told Congressman Wright 
Patman’s Small Business Commit- 
tee. 

This is apparently on the same 
theory that we should not begin 
to get feady for war until we are 
in the middle of a war. To say 
the least, it is a dubious theory. 

Jones was testifying about a bill 
which would put the disposal of 
surplus Government property in 
his Reconstruction Finance \Cor- 
poration. He was for it. 

It is no academic question to 
be discussed in terms of some 
theoretical date on which the war 
will end. It grows more urgent 
with every day that passes. To 
wait for the outbreak of peace is 
to risk disaster. 


Trickle Will Become Torrent. 


The amount of material the War 
Department must dispose of as 
surplus is increasing in volume 
each week. Thus far other gov- 
ernmental agencies or war con- 
tractors have been able to use 
most of it. Only a small fraction 
is left over to offer to the public 
and this is disposed of, if it is 
consumer goods, through the pro- 
curement division of the Treasury. 
Scrap is sold through the Services 
of Supply. 

The trickle will become a tor- 
rent. Unless a carefully detailed 
plan is agreed upon before the 
war's end, a flood of goods of ev- 
ery description will hover over 
the market. Millions of sheets 
and towels, millions of pairs of 
shoes, hundreds of thousands of 
jeeps, vast stores of food—name it 
and the Government will have a 
warehouse full. 

Properly handed, this wealth 
can contribute to stability and 
economic health. Misused, it can 
do infinite harm. The abuses that 
followed the last war are still re- 
membered. 

At least a dozen bills now before 
Congress each provide a differ- 
ent solution. Several committees 
are holding hearings. Considerable 
jealousy exists among the execu- 
tive agencies as to who will handle 
the job. 

A special Senate committee on 


postwar plans recently turned in 
a report recommending the crea- 
tion by law of an Office of De- 
mobilization to be headed by a di- 
rector who would be named by the 
President and confirmed by the 
Senate. The director would select 
deputy directors who would each 
have charge of a special phase of 
the job—plant reconversion, con- 
tract cancellations, surplus prop- 
erty disposal and so on. 

That this recommendation 
should come from the legislative 
branch is remarkable since Con- 
gress has developed a pathological 
suspicion of the executive. The 
Senate proposal would mean set- 
ting up a vast new agency—new 
personnel, new offices, and, al- 
most certainly, new confusion. 


Baruch Report. 


In the light of the prevailing 
uncertainty, the authority of the 
Baruch report is all the more wel- 


new bureau of demobilization. In- 
stead the various phases of the 
task are farmed out to agencies 
now at work. These same agencies 
must in any event make day-to- 
day decisions, directly related to 
—* job to be done at. the war’s 
end. 

Great responsibility rests on a 
single individual. That is in the 
Baruch tradition. He has never 
believed in government by com- 
mittee. 

The hope is, of course, that the 
report which he has prepared with 
the aid of his own personal staff 
will carry such weight that differ- 
ences will be submerged. That 
was the way it worked with rub- 
ber.

KATHERINE DUNHAM’ 
DANCERS AT AMERICA 


Company of 50 Give St. Louis- 
ans Most Exciting Theater 
Evening of Season. 


By JACK BALCH 

The Katherine Dunham dancers, 
in the most exciting stage debut 
of the season, opened a week’s en- 
gagement at the American Thea- 
ter last night. 

Led in severa! numbers by Miss 
Dunham, the company’s choreo- 
grapher, organizer and star, the 
17 dancers, a small but brilliant 
constellation of stars, hrought the 
stage to life with a variety of 
dances and singing numbers, the 
origins of which lay in Melanesian, 
Haitian, Indian and Moorish folk- 
lore and religious and pagan ex- 


perience. 

The impact of exotic dance 
forms on the audience, which 
filled every seat in the house and 
was leaning on its elbows on the 
partitions in the back-of-the-house 
standing room only sections, 
seemed tremendous. Almost every 
number was, at one time or an- 
other, interrupted by applause. 
The show began slowly, almost 
lazily, with “Rara Tonga,” a 
Melanesian-inspired folk dance 
telling how a jealous husband was 
turned into a snake when he re- 
sisted a god’s overtures to his 
beautiful wife. It was followed 
by “Cuban Slave Lament,” a title 
which describes its content. Then 
came “Moorish Bolero.” By the 
end of the first act all the racial 
themes and the variety of ap- 
proachés to the material in tech- 
niques had been suggested. 

The substance of Miss Dun- 
ham’s contribution was contained 
in the first half of the second act 
with “Rites de Passage,” consist- 
ing of two movements, “Male Pu- 
berty Ritual” and “Fertility 
Ritual.”. These numbers, which 
were banned recently in. Boston 
for “obscenity,” described the 
coming into the tribe by ancestral 
ritual of a boy and then, after the 
boy had proven his worthiness to 
be cradled in his people, the mat- 
ing of the boy. 

e dancing here, it seemed to 
this. thera compared in intensi- 
ty, awareness and technical means 
with that of any dance group 
that’s been here in the past. The 
audience seemed most responsive 
to this number. Another hugely 
successful number was “Tropics— 
shore excursion.” Here Miss 
Dunham played the part of a 
young woman who competes with 
the other young women for male 
homage and is at the end defeat- 
ed by nature, Age, presumably. 
Stars of the show, besides Miss 
Dunham, were two remarkable 
male dancers, Roger Ohardieno 
and Tommy Gomez. Costumings 
and setting were the best seen 
here in some time, by John Pratt, 
now in the Army. The show car- 
ries its own orchestra and special 
drums,

Miss Dunham’s seems an essen- 
tially shy and affectionate art. 
This may seem a strange state- 
ment in view of the censorships 
for “obscenity” the show has un- 
dergone and the boldness and sur- 
face sensuality of its dance im- 
ages. But the boldness, etc., de- 
rives from the local manners of 
the countries from which the 
forms spring. The shyness and 
affection keep welling up from 
under the surfaces ang constitutes 
what becomes a veritable portrait 
of the soul’s need. This would 
ve. test to give the show its appeal, 
ccustom yourself to the man- 
ners (as a matter of fact, be en- 
tertained by the manners) and the 
deeper feelings of the soul beneath 
the styles of the body become 
apparent. If this statement were 
not true, then the show might 
easily have seemed sexual and vul- 
gar as some of its critics have 
claimed. Last night’s audience did 
not seem to find it vulgar. 
Just ag the painter Gaugain felt 
himself strongly attracted to the 
South Seas because of a lack he 
felt in Western life, and brought 
back with him an exotic color to 
the pale European palette, so Miss 
Dunham would appear to have 
gone to primitive society and 
brought back with her, in sensual 
coverings, an innocence of faith 
and a sense of place to match the 
scepticisms and homelessnesses of 
her native land.

With Peter’s Government. 

What, then, is the position of 
King Peter and the Royal Yugo- 
slay Government in Cairo? King 
Peter as a boy of 17 escaped from 
the clutches of the regent and 
with a new Royal Yugoslavian 
Government found shelter in this 
country. We cannot disassociate 
ourselves in any way from him. 
He has undoubtedly suffered in 
the eyes of the Partisans by the 
association of his Government 
with Gen. Mihailovic and his sub- 
ordinate commanders. 


Here in this island we are at- 
tached to the monarchial principle 
and we have experienced many 
blessings of constitutional mon- 
archy. We have no wish or in- 
tention of intruding our own ideas 
upon any particular country. 

Greece, Yugoslavia and Italy 
all will be perfectly free to set- 
tle the forms which their gov- 
ernments shall take so far as 
we are concerned once the will 
of the people can be obtained 
under condition of tranquillity. 

In the meantime the position 
is a somewhat complicated one 
and I hope to have the confl- 
dence of the House in working 
with the Foreign Secretary to 
unravel it as far as we can in 
concert with our Russian and 
United States Allies who are, I 
am giad to say, sending missions 
to Marshal Tito. 

Our feelings here and else- 
where follow the principle of 
keeping good faith with those 
who have kept good faith with 
us and of striving without preju- 
dice or regard for political af- 
fections to aid those who strike 
‘for freedom against the Nazi 
rule and inflict the greatest in- 
jury upon the enemy. 

I have now given the house the 
fullest account of this difficult 
and somewhat delicate situation 
in Yugoslavia and I do not desire 
to add to it in any way at the 
present time. I have to-pick my 
words with great care because the 
situation is complicated. 


Saddest Case Is Greek 


Strife Which Aids Nazis. 

The saddest case of all is that 
of Greece. Every one recalls with 
sentiments of admiration the way 
she met the attack upon her by 
Italy and then by Germany. It is 
painful to see the confusion and 
internecine strife which has bro- 
ken out in Greece attended by 
s0 many instances of treachery 
and violence, all) of which have 
been to the advantage of the Ger- 
man invader who watches with 
contemptuous complacency Greek 
killing Greek with munitions sent 
to them for the purpose of killing 
Germans. 

Here the situation, like that of 
Yugoslavia, is obscure and chang- 
ing. But it can be said beyond ‘a 
doubt that the great mass of the 
Greek people wait for the time 
when they will be liberated from 
the servitude and bondage into 
which they have been thrown. 

So far as we are concerned they 
will not wait in vain. 

A very full account was given in 
the House in December by the 
Foreign Secretary of the meeting 
of the heads of governments in 
Cairo and Teheran and of the 
meetings which the Foreign Sec- 
retary had previously held in 
Moscow. Things move so fast 
nowadays that t.ese meetings 
now seem ancient history and I 
have little to add. 

It was a great advantage to meet 
for the first time Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek and his wife. The 
Generalissimo is a world figure 
and the main hope and champion 
of China. Madame Chiang Kai- 
shek is also a remarkable and fas- 
cinating personality whose per- 
fect command of English and her 
complete and comprehensive 
grasp of the world struggle make 
her the best of interpreters in mat- 
ters in which she herself plays a 
notable part. 


Strategy Against Japan 

Main Topic at Cairo. 

Most of our time in Cairo be- 
fore we visited Teheran was 
taken up in discussing the pol- 
icies to be pursued against Japan, 
the best means of pressing for- 
ward the war in India and the 
Pacific theater with the utmost 
energy and the fitting of plans 
into the priority requirements of 
the Atlantic and Mediterranean 
theaters. 

At Teheran the long-desired 
triple meeting between Marshal 
Stalin, President Roosevelt and 
myself was at length achieved. 
Personal contacts were estab- 
lished which will prove helpful 
to the common cause. There 
would be very few differences be- 
tween the three great powers if 
their chief representatives could 
meet once a month. 

At such meetings difficulties 
can be overcome and most deli- 
cate matters discussed without 
risks of jars and misunderstand- 
ings such as too often arise when 
written negotiations are the only 
channel, Geography offers most 
baffling obstacles. 

Although further meetings may 
be possible I have nothing at the 
moment t* announce. 


None of Ground Gained 


At Teheran Lost. 

The question is asked, I have 
heard, if the good relations estab- 
lished at Moscow and Teheran 
proved durable or if they faded 
during the weeks that have 
passed. Does the Pravda state- 
ment, for instance, or do articles 
which are appearing in various 
organs of the Soviet Government, 
imply a cooling-off in Anglo-Rus- 
sian or American-Russian friend- 
ship and a rebirth of suspicion of 
her Western Allies on the part of 
Russia? 

I feel fully entitled to reassure 
the House on that all-important 
point. 

one of the ground made good 
at Moscow and Teheran has 
been lost. The three great Al- 
lies are absolutely united in 
their action against the common 
foe. They are resolved equally 
to pursue the war at whatever 
eost to c victorious conclusion 
and they believe that a wide 


y 


field or friendly co-operation 
lies before them after the de- 
struction of Hitlerite tyranny. It 
is upon such prolonged intimate 
and honorable association that 
the future of the world depends. 

I took occasion to raise person- 
ally with Marshal Stalin the ques- 
tion of the future of Poland. I 
pointed out that it was in fulfill- 
ment of our guarantee to Poland 
that Great Britain declared war 
on Nazi Germany and that we 
had never weakened in our re- 
solve even during the period 
when we were all alone and that 
the fate of the Polish nation 
holds a prime place in_ the 
thoughts and policies of His Ma- 
jesty’s government and the Brit- 
ish Parliament. 


It was with great pleasure 
that I heard from Marshal Sta- 
lin that he too was resolved 
upon the creation and mainte- 
nance of a strong integral inde- 
pendent Poland as one of the 
leading powers in Europe. He 
has several times repeated these 
declarations in public and I am 
convinced they represent a set- 
tled policy of the Soviet Union. 
Here I may remind the House 

that we ourselves have never in 
the past guaranteed on behalf of 
this government any particular 
frontier line to Poland. We did 
not approve of the Polish occupa- 
tion of Vilna in 1920. The British 
view in 1919 stands expressed in 
the so-called Curzon line, which 
deals at any rate impartially with 
the problem. 


I have always held the opinion 
that all questions of territorial 
settlement and nt 
should stand over until the end 
of the war and that the victori- 
ous powers should then arrive 
at a formal and’ final agree- 
ment governing the articulations 
of Europe as a whole. That is 
still the wish of His Majesty’s 
government. : 


However, the advance of the 
Russian armies into Polish regions 
in which the Polish underground 
army is active makes it indispen- 
sable that some kind of friendly 
working agreement should be ar- 
rived at to govern wartime condi- 
tions and to enable all the anti- 
Hitlerite forces to work together 
with the greatest advantage 
against the common foe, During 
the last few weeks the Foreign 
Secretary and I together have la- 
bored with the Polish Government 
in London with the object of es- 
tablishing a working arrangement 
upon which the fighting forces 
can act and upon which I trust an 
increasing structure of good will 
and comradeship may be built be- 
tween the Russians and the Poles. 

I have intense sympathy for the 
Poles—that heroic race whose na- 
tional spirit centuries of misfor- 
tune cannot quench. But I also 
have sympathy for the Russian 
standpoint. Twice in her lifetime 
Russia has been violently assault- 
ed by Germany. Many millions 
of Russians have been slain and 
vast tracts of Russian soil devas- 
tated as a result of repeated Ger- 
man aggression. 


Russia has the right of reas- 
surance a 
from the west and we are going 
all the way with her to see that 
she gets it, not only by the 
might of her arms but by the 
approval and assent of the 
United Nations. 


The liberation of Poland may 
presently be achieved by the 
Russian armies, after these ar- 
mies have suffered millions of 


demand for reassurances about 
her western frontiers goes be- 
yond the limits of what is rea- 
sonable or just. Marshal Stalin 
and I also spoke and 

upon the need for Poland to ob- 
tain compensation at the ex- 
pense of Germany both in the 
north and in the west. 

Here I may point out that: the 
term “unconditional surrender” 
does not mean that the German 
people will be enslaved or de- 
stroyed. It means, however, that 
the Allies will not be bound to 
them at the moment of surrender 
by any pact or obligation. There |? 
will be no question, for instance, 
of the Atlantic Charter applying 
to Germany as a matter of .-right 
and barring territorial transfer- 
ences or adjustments in enemy 
countries. No such arguments will 
be admitted by us as were used 
by Germany after the last war, 
saying that they surrendered in 
consequence of President Wilson’s 
Fourteen Points. 


Unconditional su der means 
that the victors have a free hand. 
It does not mean that they are 
entitled to behave in a barbarous 
manner nor that they wish to blot 
out Germany from among the na- 
tions of Europe. 

If we are bound, we are bound 
by our own consciences to civiliza- 
tion. We are not to be bound to the 
Germans as a result of a bargain 
struck. That is the meaning of 
“unconditional surrender.” 


It may be that I shall have a E 


further statement to make to Par- 
liament about Poland later on. 
For the present, what I have said, 
however incomplete, is all that the 
Government are able to say upon 
the subject and I hope that we 
shall not be pressed further in 
debate, because matters are still 
under discussion. 


I thank the House very much 
for giving me their attention and 
so much consideration. There are 
many dangers and difficulties in 
making speeches at this moment. 

First, it is a time for deeds and 
not’ words. Secondly, I must find 
a narrow line between reproof of 
complacency at home and en- 
couragement of the enemy abroad. 
One has to confront the country 
with the grave times through 
which we are still passing with- 
out depressing the soldiers who 
will have to fight and win the 
battles of 1944. 


Moreover,. this should be re- 
membered. There was a time 
when we were all alone in this 
war and when we could speak 
for ourselves. But now that we 
are in closest relations on either 
side with our great allies every 
word spoken has to be considered 
in relation to them. We have 


lived through periods of mortal/|& 


fallow ourselves to be unduly con- 


others to which we were bound in 


danger, and I can not say that 
the dangers are mortal now. But 
they are none the less very serious 
and we need al] the support and 
good will that attended us at the 
time when everyone felt that the 
national existence was at stake. 
There is, I gather, in some quar- 
ters, a feeling that the way to 
win the war is to knock the Gov- 
ernfient about, keep them up to 
collar and harry them from every 
side. That I find hard to bear 
with Christian patience. 
Cautions Against Alarm 
About American Politics. 
Looking further abroad, it is 
also election year in the United 
States, and that is a time when 
naturally a lot of rough things 
have to be said about Great Brit- 
ain and when popularity is to be 
gained in that vast community in 
demonstrating Americanism in its 
highest forms. We are ourselves 
accustomed to the process of elec- 
tions and I think we should not 


cerned by anything that may be 
said or written there in the course 
of the great constitutional process 
which is taking place. 

All this atmosphere at home 
and abroad accords none too well 
with the responsibilities and bur- 
dens which weigh upon His Maj- 
esty’s ministers, which I can as- 
sure the House are very real and 
heavy. We are in the advent of 
the greatest joint operation be- 
tween two Allies that has ever 
been planned in history. There is 
a desire in this country in many 
quarters to raise old controversies 
between different parties. There 
is also a mood in the Anglo-Amer- 
ican alliance to awaken slumber- 
ing prejudices and let them have 
their run. 

Yet Liberals, Labor men and 
Tories are at this moment fight- 
ing and dying at the front and 
working in a thousand different 
ways at home, and Britons and 
Americans are linked together in 
the noblest comradeship of th 
war under the fire and flail of the) 
enemy. 

My hope is that generous in- 
stincts of unity will not depart 
from us in these times of im- 
mense exertion and grievous sac- 
rifice and that we shall not fall 
apart abroad or at home, and so 
become the prey of the little folk 
who exist in every country an@ 
flock alongside the juggernaut 
car of: war to see what fun or ~0- 
toriety they can extract from the 
proceedings. 

There is one thing that we all 
agreed on at Teheran above all 


solemn compact, and that is to 
fall upon and smite the Hun by 
land, sea and air with all the 
strength that is in us during the 
coming spring and summer, 

It is this task*to which we must 
vow ourselves every day anew, It 
is to this ordeal that we must ad- 
dress ourselves with all the moral 
virtues we possess, The task is 
heavy, the toil’ is long, the trial 
will be severe, But let us all try 
to do our best, to do our duty. 
Victory may not be so far away 
and will certainly not be denied us 
in the end.

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9) JAPANESE SHIPS 
SINK IN 3. WEEKS 


Knox Warns, However, There 
Is Nothing to Indicate 
Early End of War. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 22 (AP).— 
Secretary of the Navy Knox re- 


ported today the destruction of 92 
Japanese vessels in the last three 
weeks, but warned “there is noth- 
ing to justify any estimates of an 
early end of the war in the Pa- 
cific.” 

“Nothing is gained by foolish 
optimism in a war of this kind,” 
he said at a news conference. 

Knox said he had observed “a 
tendency in comment on the Truk 
attack to go wild in optimism.” 

But, he continued, “we haven't 
yet tested the strength of the Jap- 


anese, We are operating only in 
the intermediate defenses; we 
haven’t yet entered the inner de- 
fenses of the empire.” 

With Under Secretary James V. 
Forrestal, charged with produc- 
tion problems, at his side, Knox 
said undue optimism results in a 
production decline and declared 
that manufacturing must be main- 
tained at peak capacity. 

In the three weeks during which 
American submarines, airplanes 
and surface craft destroyed 92 
Japanese vessels, he said our 
losses were two submarines. The 
enemy ships sunk, he said, in- 
cluded two light cruisers, four de- 
stroyers, one seaplane tender and 
seven other combat vessels. 

Nothing that Adm. Chester W. 
Nimitz has indicated he favors at- 
tacks on the Chinese coast, Knox 
remarked that the Japanese army 
has suffered very little this far 
and is “big, well-equipped and 
fanatically brave.” 

“We are learning in Italy,” he 
said, “that beachheads are no joke 
and in China they may prove pret- 
ty costly. Until we have gone 
much further than we have so far 
we have no grounds for optimism.” 

Knox compared Japanese naval 
strategy to that of 1904-5 wen. 
after a sneak attack at Port 
Arthur, the Nipponese evaded 
full-scale action until the Russian 
fleet had been lured far from its 
bases, then attacked all-out. 

Asked if there was any possi- 
bility of the American fleet’s being 
extended too far and _ possibly 
meeting the same fate as the Rus- 
sian fleet, he replied: 

“It will not.”

Two tablespoons margarine, one- 
fourth cup chopped green pepper, 
one-half pound ground beef, one 
and one-half cups biscuit mix, one 
medium onion, chopped fine, one- 
half cup milk, one-half cup. fine 
dry bread crumbs, one 11-ounce 
tin condensed vegetable soup, one- 
half teaspoon salt, one-half cup 
water, one-third cup milk, one ta- 
blespoon chopped parsley. 

Melt margarine in a skillet, add 
beef and brown lightly, breaking 
up with fork. Add onion, crumbs, 
salt, the one-third cup milk and 
green pepper. Stir well. Put bis- 
cuit mix in bowl. Combine with 
milk and stir well with fork. Turn 
out on lightly floured board and 
knead a few seconds, then roll out 
into rectangle about one-fourth 
inch thick.

I EMPHASIZE the statement 
made in the article—Reducing 
Was Done Entirely By Dieting.” 
No drugs, no trick injections, no 
appetite killers—like amphetamine 
—no excessive exercises and gym- 
nasium workouts. That is my 
credo. I believe 95 per cent of 
overweights can be reduced by 
dieting alone. And not entailing 
any great discomforts or self- 
sacrifice, as you will realize if you 
try the Lenten diets to be pub- 
lished daily in this column until 
Easter. Mr. Hitchcock lost 47 
pounds in 56 days. During Lent 
you have over 40 days and you 
should be able to shed at least 20 
pounds. 

There is one striking advantage 
to dieting just now—it saves wear 
and tear on the ration book, Most 
of the foods ordered do not re- 
quire points. There is no reason 
why the candidate for the sylph- 
like figure should apply for special 
privileges to his-or her food ra- 
tioning board. The diets. are cal- 
culated to supply full daily re- 
quirements of vitamins and min- 
erals. Why should you spend four 
dollars for a bottle of vitamins 
when you can get what you need 
in an orange, an egg, a carrot, a 
tomato, and a slice of buttered 
bread?

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Father Peters, a Pioneering Pri

GLENNONVILLE, Mo., Feb. 21 

N A MILD winter day Father 
0) Peters, coming from the Holy 

Hour for service men at the 
church, paused and swept the fa- 
miliar scene with his eye—the tiny 
town and the fat lands that en- 
compassed it and the weariness 
that had been upon him fell 
away. It was for ,this that 
he had toiled through 38 years. 
He had planted and God had given 
the increase. All was well in the 
colony. 

Into the woods and swamps the 
father went 38 years ago to clear 
them and colonize them for the 
good of ys gh souls and the great- 
er glory of the church. Into them 
he had put his life, losing it but 
finding it in the losing. 

On an autumn day in 1905 
Father Frederick Peters, serving 
a church at Jefferson City and 
destined, people said, for a high 
place in the priesthood, was called 
to St. Louis by Archbishop Glen- 


non. The prelate told the priest of 


his plans for Catholic colonies, 
Down in the St. Francois Valley, 
in Dunklin County, he had bought 
16,000 acres for one such colony. 
“T would like for you to go down 
there,” he said..“I think you are 
the man for the place.” 

Father Peters might without 
impropriety have demurred, but 
he didn’t. Asked now if it was 
gladness or obedience that had its 
way with him, he answers simply 
“Tl was obedient.” He told his 
superior he would go where he 
was sent and do his best. 


So to the town of Malden on 
Nov. 3, 1905, came Father Frede- 
rick Peters to bégin the new life, 
that had been plannd for him. 
Through timber and waste of 
waters he rode horseback until, 
11 miles. from town, he came to 
higher ground. There, he edecided, 
he would take his stand and raise 
the cross and call men made of 
‘the stuff of pioneers to come and 
follow him, That-was the launch- 
ing of the colony and of the first 
Catholic parish in Dunklin 
County. 

One thing that Father Peters 
had made up his mind about was 
that he would pick his people. 
They must be men and women 
with the hearts of pioneers who 
would be able, no matter what 
came, to take it. He knew two 
men in St. Louis who filled the 
bill and called them to follow him, 
They were Jim Hogan, an Irish- 
man, and Ed Bihr, a German. 
That made it two to one, with Jim 
on the short end, because Father 
Peters was of German birth. 


The three men, strangely as- 
sorted, but pioneers all, made 
their way through the waters to 
the higher land which was to be 
the colony’s heart. There was 
nothing in the way of a habitation 
there except the deserted cabin of 
a chopper who had worked for 
the tle company that had taken 
out the best of the timber. They 
took it over and made it their 
home, the first house.in the tiny 
town of Glennonville that was to 
be. For a parish church Father 
Peters a¢tquired a shabby shed 
that had been the tie company’s 
commissary, and placed at its

roof-peak the cross that was to 
be the colony’s symbol. It was a 
church that would do until a bet- 
ter could be built. 

The cut-over timber the tie 
company had left was the only 
subsistence the land offered until 
it could be cleared and drained 
and the water-soured soil cured 
and brought under cultivation. 
For the timbermen who would 
come and the families that would 
follow there.would have to be 
shelter.

need,

HE lumber was there, in the 

trees, but a mill was necessary 

to saw it up. A sawmill was set 
up. The need-for lumber was so 
urgent that for more than a year. 
the priest, lacking another to do 
the work, handled the lever. Dur- 
ing the first and second years he 
Sawed*more than a million feet 
of lumber. With the assurance of 
shelter families picked and invited 
by Father Peters began to come 
in, the first ones from Howard 
County, Missouri. Later several 
families came from Jasper County, 
Indiana, also by invitation, and on 
their recommendation others came, 


The sawmill was not the only 
industry in the earlier days. To 
hasten the clearing of the land 
and to give employment while this 
‘was under way, the priest set up 
barrel-heading, stave and ax han- 
dle plants, which operated under 
his direction, employing 30 to 40 
men. Over a period of eight years 
thousands of handles, millions of 
barrelheads and millions of staves 
hi turned, out and sold in the 
cities. 


Most of the families that came 
to make new homes in a new land 
were large or became large in due 
course. There had to be a school 
for the children, The first one 
was built of logs, to be followed by 
frame structures for grade and 
high schools, in which, although 
they are part of the public school 
system, the teaching is done by 
the Ursuline Sisters of Mount St. 
Joseph, Ky. All the children are 
Catholic except those of seven 
families that were there before the

colonists cama, and stayed on. 

Through the years the floods 
that came down the St. Francois 
and spread over the valley were 
the colonists’ greatest trials. Many 
seasons their crops were destroyed, 
too late for replanting. As early 
as 1908 an attempt was made to 
solve this critical problem. Under 
a 20-year plan a great drainage 
district was formed, It helped 
but it was not until the Wappa- 
pello Dam was built that the long 
fight was won. “Now the floods 
are over,” says Father Peters, 
“thanks be to God.” 

Now that the colonizing project 
has, won through to success and 
a rating as the best in the United 
States, the colonists say “Thanks 
be to God and Father Peters.” 
Thanks be to Father Peters be- 
cause without his advice and 
guidance they would not have 
come through. He was not only 
their spiritual pilot but he was 
the best farmer of them all. 
Father Peters would not say that, 
but it is true that from the begin- 
ning he took it upon himself to 
find out al] that was to be known 
about the farming problems that 
were peculiar to the colony land. 
He was equally diligent in telling 
them what was good or bad for 
their souls and what was good or 
bad for their soils. 

He is also the doctor of their 
bodies, for with more than a little 
medical knowledge he _ renders 
first-aid in all emergencies, even 
to the setting of bones, with the 
approval of the doctors of the 
region, who know his skill. 

In the field of public relations 
Father Peters was and is the 
voice of the parish, pressing‘ al-

Marshall Islands, 

They consist of a series of 33 
atolls, divided into two rows of 15:

seven. The ace was put up, declar- 
er discarded a spade on the heart 
jack, and a club was ruffed. De- 
clarer now laid down the trump 
ace and was pleased to see the 
queen fall.
